Previous  similar  requests 
had  been  refused,  he  said,  and 
in  some  cases  details  if  police 
operations  had  been  leaked,. 

Last  mght  a  council  spokes¬ 
man  said  that  cooper? ‘ton 
had  been  given  to  the  pJ>.y  in 
the  past  for  surveillance  op¬ 
erations  and  he  had  no  know¬ 
ledge  of  “leaking”. 

“We  have  allowed  police  to 
take  over  houses,  but  we  are 
not  in  favour  of  this  kind  of 
raid  because  it  does  frighten 
people,”  he  said.. 

Further  substantiation  of 
Mr  Beckett’s  allegations 
would  be  needed  before  the 
matter  was  taken  any  further 
by  the  council,  he  said.

ernment  and  dampened  down 
speculation  about  calling  a 
spring  general  election.

But 
in  this  country  coalitions 
break  up  pretty  quickly.  One 
of  the  reasons  is  they  fre¬ 
quently  tend  to  duck  the 
difficult  decisions.”

He  pointed  out  that  the 
proposed  strike  would  come 
two  days  before  a  long  ar¬ 
ranged  meeting  between  Mr 
Jimmy  Knapp  and  senior 
management  negotiators.

Police  said  foe  van  had  been 
collecting  money  from  a  num¬ 
ber  of  banks  in  Nottingham 
before  arriving  at  the  National 
Westminster  Bank,  in  St 
Ann's,  yesterday  afternoon. 

Two  of  foe  three  security 
guards  on  board  had  gone  into 
the  tank  leaving  the  third 
inside  foe  van  guarding  the 
money.

Mr  Michael  Meacher. 
Labour's  Health  and  Social 
Security  spokesman,  today 
makes  astonishing  allegations 
in  support  of  a  daim  that  Mrs 
Margaret  Thatcher's  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  deliberately  con¬ 
nived  in  making  Britain  a 
humiliated  subordinate  of  the 
United  States. 

The  claims  come  on  the  day 
that  foe  Shadow  Cabinet 
meets  at  Bishops’  Stanford 
seeking  to  switch  attention 
from  defence  issues  to  the 
Government's  record  on  un¬ 
employment  and  the 
economy. 

Mr  Meacher  says  in  a  letter 
to  his  constituents  that  what 
be  calls  a  massive  encroach¬ 
ment  by  America  in  foe  right 
of  British  people  to  run  their 
own  affairs  is  a  more  im¬ 
portant  election  issue  than 
unemployment  or  foe  health 
service  or  defence. 

In  support  of  his  daims  that 
the  British  Government  has 
willingly  reduced  Britain  to  an 
American  dependency,  Mr 
Meacher  claims: 

•  That  the  CIA  places  agents 
in  foe  Ministry  of  Defence 
ostensibly  to  prevent  our 
supplying  arms  to  Eastern 
Block  countries  bat  in  reality 
to  spy  on  British  companies. 

•  That  foe  Government  has 
“secretly  laid  foe  foundations 
for  handing  over,  in  the  face  of 
possible  nuclear  attack,  large 
areas  of  Britain  to  control  by 
US  forces”. 

•  That  three  Emergency  Pow¬ 
ers  Bills  have  been  drawn  up 
whereby  foe  Government  will

Three  prison  officers  were 
being  held  hostage  al  Bar- 
lijinie  jail,  Glasgow,  last  night 
after  rioting  prisoners  threat¬ 
ened  to  stab  one  in  foe  neck  if 
water  hoses  were  trained  on 
them.  In  a  day  of  rising 
tension  al  foe  jail,  where 
inmates  rioted  on  Monday 


evening,  prisoners  on  foe  roof 
shouted  that  they  had  held 
five  officers  but  had  released 
two. 

One  officer  was  paraded  on 
the  roof  of  the  jail.  Several 
more  remained  trapped  in  B 
hall,  one  of  five  blocks  in  foe 
prison  which  bouses  up  to 
1,300  inmates. 

The  prisoners  claimed  that 
they  bad  broken  into  a  cell 
where  foe  five  officers  were 
sheltering,  and  threw  down 
what  they  claimed  was  an 
officer's  warrant  card. 

Moments  earlier,  water 
hoses  were  seen  being  directed 
onto  foe  roof  from  inside  the 
prison.  The  Scottish  Office 
said  that  it  was  negotiating  for 
foe  release  of  foe  rest  of  foe 
officers. 

Thirty  four  prison  officers 
were  injured  in  sustained  as¬ 
saults  by  prisoners  armed  with 
roof  slates  during  the  day. 
Three  officers  were  taken  to 
hospital,  one  with  a  broken 
ankle  and  the  others  with  cuts.

The  disturbance  began  at 
about  8pm  on  Monday.  Many 
injuries  were  sustained  in  a 
hail  of  missiles  hurled  by  foe 
prisoners  when  an  attempt 
was  made  to  rescue  14  warders 
who  bad  sheltered  in  cells 

Wearing  masks  and  bala¬ 
clavas,  24  prisoners  climbed 
onto  foe  roof  and  displayed 
banners  protesting  against  al¬ 
leged  brutality.  Their  demons¬ 
tration  centred  on  allegations 
of  brutality  by  a  specific 
prison  officer,  and  appeared  to 
have  been  prompted  by  an 
alleged  assault  on  a  convicted 
robber. 

Samuel  Ralston,  aged  23, 
who  was  jailed  last  month  for 
six  years,  is  thought  to  have 
been  at  foe  centre  of  a 
disturbance  at  the  prison  on 
New  Year’s  Day.  He  staged  a 
solo  protest  on  the  roof  of  D 
Hall  at  Barilo nie  while  he  was 
awaiting  trail  last  November.

More  than  1(H)  claims  lodged  with  the  Criminal  Injuries 
Compensation  Board  are  outstanding,  it  was  revealed 
yesterday. 

About  149  victims,  including  SS  who  had  been  partially 
compensated,  were  srill  waiting  for  settlements.  And  the  to¬ 
tal  backlog  of  unresolved  applications  is  53,496  compared 
with  41,758  the  previous  year. 

The  board  admits  the  backlog  is  “appalling”.  In  its 
recent  annual  report  it  said  the  backlog  resulted  in 
“unacceptable  delays  in  dealing  with  cases  mid  is  doe  to  a 
severe  shortage  of  staff”.

The  board  had  paid  a  total  of  £41^559,996  in 
compensation  in  the  past  financial  year,  representing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  17.8  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.

.  Consumer  activists  are  try¬ 
ing  to  prevent  the  Government 
jjmng  too  modi  protection  to 
firms  which  could  otherwise  be  j 
sued  for  damages  caused  by 
dangerous  or  defective 
products.

The  opposition  benches, 
with  tiie  support  of  the 
consumers’  lobby  and  some 
Conservative  and  independent 
peers,  have  tabled  amend¬ 
ments  this  week  to  strike  out 
this  defence.

Her  two  dogs,  three  cats, 
two  geese,  two  canaries,  a 
duck,  a  parakeet,  a  cockatieL  a 
parrot  and  a  budgerigar  have 
been  rounded  up  and  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  local  RSPCA.

Solicitors  oppose  fixed  fees

The  Law  Society  is  oppos¬ 
ing  plans  by  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor  to  bring  in  a  system  of 
fixed  fees  for  criminal  legal  aid 
work. 

The  plans  mean  a  shift  from 
the  present  way  of  paying 
lawyers,  which  is  usually 
based  on  how  long  they  take 
on  a  case,  to  a  set  rate  for  a 
specific  kind  or  job. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  has 
successfully  negotiated  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  fixed,  or  standard,  fees 
for  banisters  doing  criminal 
legal  aid  work  in  crown  courts. 

Now  his  officials  want  to 
agree  a  similar  scheme  with 
solicitors,  whereby  a  particu¬ 
lar  kind  of  work  -  such  as  a 
guilty  plea  —  would  qualify 
for  a  set  rate  of  pay. 

Mr  Eric  Hiley,  remunera¬ 
tion  secretary  at  the  society, 
said  that  the  crucial  question 
was  to  what  extent  such  a 
scheme  would  be  compulsorv- 

**We  are  not  against  stan¬ 
dard  fees  in  principle,  and  it  is 
possible  that  kinds  of  work 
could  be  identified  —  such  as 
simple  crown  court  work  like 
appeals  against  sentence  — 
where  they  might  be  accep¬ 
table." 

But  he  added  that  it  was 
crucial  that  tbe  profession 
retained  the  right  to  have  a  bill 
determined  under  the  old 


me±od  of  taxation  by  a  court. 

“The  Lord  Chancellor  must 
have  regard  to  what  is  fair  and 
the  profession  is  not  likely  to 
talfe  kindly  to  standard  fees  by 
compulsion.”  Mr  Hiley  said. 

The  proposals  have  been 
put  forward  in  talks  taking 
place  alongside  the  current 
negotiations  for  pay  rises  from 
April  1. 

The  profession  is  unlikely  to 
submit,  cor  tbe  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor  to  meet,  a  claim  of  much 
more  than  5  to  7  per  cent  in 
the  wake  cf  the  last  pay  round. 
The  new  data  collecting 
machinery  —  to  be  set  up  to 
determine  whai  the  profession 
earns  —  will  not  be  in  action 
in  time  to  support  or  counter¬ 
act  any  claim  that  lawyers  are 
grossly  underpaid. 

A  system  of  fixed  fees  has 
the  backing  of  the  recent  legal 
aid  report  by  a  Treasury-led 
scrutiny  team  who  wanted 
such  a  scheme  not  only  for 
criminal  legal  aid  work  but 
across  the  whole  spectrum  of 
civil  work  as  welL 

Tbe  present  system  pro¬ 
vided  “little  incentive  to  those 
who  cany  out  work  more 
quickly  than  the  average":  was 
costly  and  time-consuming  to 
operate,  the  team  said. 

It  recommended  that  “all 
rates  of  remuneration  should 


be  set  on  a  national  basis  by 
the  Lord  Chancellor’s  Depart¬ 
ment"  and  that  where  possible 
the  basis  of  payment  should  be 
a  standard  fee'. 

There  is  also  strong  opp¬ 
osition  from  solicitors 
specializing  in  criminal  legal 
aid. 

The  London  Criminal 
Courts'  Solicitors'  Association 
is  “extremely  concerned’* 
about  the  proposal  and  Mr 
Anthony  Edwards,  its  sec¬ 
retary.  says  in  a  letter  to  the 
Law 'Society  that  his  com¬ 
mittee  has  “grave  fears”  about 
the  effect  that  fixed  fees  would 
have  on  the  “quality  of  work”. 

Such  fee  scales  are 
“inappropriate"  io  any  juiy 
trial  of  any  complexity,  and  if 
brought  in  for  otha  work,  it  is 
essential  that  solicitors  retain 
the  option  of  having  a  bill 
determined  by  the  court. 

He  also  recommends  that 
any  appeal  about  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  a  solicitor’s  bill 
should  be  to  a  judicial 
authority.  “This  is  of  the 
essence  of  solicitors’  costs  and 
it  is  wrong  that  those  of  us 
who  work  in  the  legal  aid  field 
should  be  disadvantaged.” 

The  current  proposals 
would  mean  vast  admin¬ 
istrative  savings  in  the 
elimination  of  assessment. 


Accused’s

Miss  Wendy  de  Vries  and 
Miss  Nicola  Marsden,  both 
aged  17,  said  that  Gary  Taken 
let  them  tty  on  the  sunglasses 
when  they  met  him  in  the 
summer  of  198$.  six  months 
before  Miss  Howden  was 
killed. 

Miss  de  Vries,  of  Hoxearth 
Road,  Selsdon,  Surrey,  said:  “1 
had  seen  them  on  Gary.  I  met 
him  while  I  was  with  my 
friend,  Nicola  Marsden,  and 
we  both  tried  them  on.  I  have 
got  a  collection  of  sunglasses 
and  I  wanted  to  try  Gary’s  on 
because  they  were  different.  ” 
She  said  that  Mr  Taken  had 
been  with  ha  to  Little  Heath 
Woods,  which  hocks  on  to  the 
Howden  home.  He  knew  the 
woods  very  well,  she  said. 

Miss  Marsden,  of  Granville 
Close,  Croydon,  south  Lon¬ 
don,  told  the  jury:  "I’m  sure 
these  are  the  same  sunglasses 
as  Gary  was  wearing.” 

Mr  Taken,  aged  20,  a 
scaffolda,  of  Heather  Way, 
Selsdon,  denies  murdering 
Miss  Howden  last  January. 

Mr  Alan  Green,  for  the 
prosecution,  has  alleged  that 
Mr  Taken  broke  in  through  a 
kitchen  window  and  went  to 
Miss  How-den's  bedroom 
where  he  terrorized  and  stran¬ 
gled  ber  with  ha  own  tights. 
Ha  neck  was  also  slashed. 

He  has  also  alleged  that  Mr 
Taken  left  behind  his  finger¬ 
prints  in  Miss  Howden’s 
blood. 

Miss  Lisa  Histed,  of  East 
New  Road,  West  Croydon, 
south  London,  a  forma  girl 
friend  of  Mr  Taken,  told  the 
court  that  he  usually  drank 
lager,  but  at  parties,  “or  if 
someone  else  was  paying",  he 
would  drink  Malibu. 

The  jury  has  been  told  that 
an  empty  Malibu  bottle,  alleg¬ 
edly  from  the  Howden  home, 
was  found  in  the  woods  at  the 
rear  of  the  house.

House  prices  in  London  nearly  one  quarter  of  the 


went  up  by  23  per  cent  during 
1986.  more  than  10  times  the 
increase  in  Northern  Ireland 
and  nearly  eight  times  the 
increase  in  Scotland  and  the 
north  of  England,  according  to 
the  Nationwide  Building 
Society. 

In  two  surveys,  covering 
British  house  price  move¬ 
ments  and  housing  trends  in 
London,  the  society  says  that 
the  average  price  of  a  home  in 
London  has  risen  to  £53350, 
more  than  35  per  cent  higher 
than  in  the  United  Kingdom 
overall. 

The  average  price  paid  by 
Nationwide  borrowers  nation¬ 
ally  was  £41.150.  while  for 
first-time  buyers  the  average 
was  £33,280  and  for  previous 
owners  £53350. 

Prices  in  the  UK  went  up  by 
14  per  cent  during  the  year, 
compared  with  10  per  cent  in 
1985,  and  well  ahead  of 
earnings  (8  per  cent)  and 
inflation  (estimated  at  3.5  per 
cent). 

More  than  half  of  the  first¬ 
time  buyers  in  London  had 
previously  been  living  at 
home,  a  higher  proportion 
than  for  die  UK  as  a  whole, 
and  they  also  included  an 
above  average  proportion  of 
borrowers  who  had  previously 
been  living  in  privately  rented 
accommodation. 

Nationwide  borrowers  in 
London  were  younger  than 
their  UK  counterparts,  reflect¬ 
ing  the  high  proportion  of 
first-time  buyers,  and  female 
main  borrowers  accounted  for 


borrowers  in  London  (24  per 
cent),  a  much  higher  propor¬ 
tion  than  nationally. 

The  society  explains  that 
borrowers  in  London  were 
able  to  pay  the  higher  prices 
because  average  incomes  at 
£17, 1  SO  were  well  above  the 
UK  average,  and  because 
borrowers  were  prepared  to 
commit  a  higher  proportion  of 
income  to  mortgage  repay¬ 
ments. 

Examining  the  prices,  the 
society  says  that  London  buy¬ 
ers  are  not  getting  the  value  for 
money  that  can  be  obtained 
elsewhere.  For  £70,000  a 
buyer  in  the  North  or  South¬ 
west  can  choose  a  comfortable 
four-bedroom  detached  house 
with  a  garden  and  garage.  In 
the  more  up-market  areas  of 
London,  however,  the  same 
money  would  buy  only  a 
relatively  small  town  flat, 

Mr  Bernard  Rozier,  the 
society’s  general  manager, 
said:  “You  might  think  that 
the  exceptionally  high  price  of 
property  in  London  would 
deter  people  from  entering  the 
market,  but  that  is  dearly  not 
the  case.  This  is  partly  the 
result  of  above  average  in¬ 
comes  generally  in  London 
and  partly  because  the 
continuing  sales  of  council 
properties  at  discount  are

The  Government  and  local 
authorities  have  been  urged  to 
help  stem  the  growing  n Timber 
of  young  homeless  people. 

The  National  Council  of 
Voluntary  Organizations, 
which  represents  more  flan 
500  bodies,  says  that  both 
Statutory  and  voluntary  agen¬ 
cies  should  provide  a  range  of 
services  that  indude:  emer¬ 
gency  accommodation  in  hos¬ 
tels,  bed-sits  and  flats;  medical 
facilities  taking  account  of  the 
particular  needs  of  the  home¬ 
less  and  advice,  information 
and  counselling  services. 

The  report,  which  has  been 
commissioned  by  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Research  into  Consumer 
Affairs  and  the  Disabilities 
Study  Unit,  also  says  that  the 
Department  of  Education  and 
Science  should  indude  lessens 
on  “leaving  home”  in  its 
curriculum. 

The  Government  should 
strengthen  the  Housing  Act 
1985,  it  says,  so  that  local 
authorities  are  given  a  man¬ 
datory  responsibility  to  seem* 
accommodation  for  all  home¬ 
less  people. 

The  Act,  which  gives  local 
authorities  responsibility  far 
advising  and  assisting  the

French  power  cuts  cause  chaos 
as  industrial  unrest  spreads

Although  the  huge  show  of 
Strength  against  foe  French 
Government's  pay  policies, 
called  for  by  foe  Communist- 
led  CGT  union,  foiled  to 
materialize  yesterday,  strikers 
caused  considerable  disrup¬ 
tion  in  many  areas,  including 
gas  and  electricity  services,  the 
ports,  the  Plans  bus  and 
Metro,  as  well  as  on  the 
railways. 

Power  cuts  of  up  to  three 
hours  in  the  capital  not  only 
hit  heating  and  paralysed  lifts 
and  automatic  doors,  but  also 
blacked  out  traffic  signals, 
further  aggravating  the  traffic 
jams  caused  by  people  bring¬ 
ing  their  cars  into  work  in 
anticipation  of  public  trans¬ 
port  chaos. 

In  feet,  the  public  transport 
service  was  less  badly  affected 
than  expected,  with  two  in 
three  buses  and  one  in  two 
M&ro  trains  running  nor¬ 


mally.  Services  were  neverthe¬ 
less  unpredictable,  with  only 
one  in  eight  trains  running  on 
some  lines. 

On  the  railways,  foe  situa¬ 
tion  remained  much  the  same 
as  on  the  previous  day  with  40 
per  cent  of  main-line  trains, 
two-thirds  of  Paris  suburban 
trains  and  90  per  cent  of  the 
high-speed  TGV  intercity 
trains' operating  more  or  less 
normally,  though  still  subject 
to  long  delays  caused  by 
strikers  blocking  tracks. 

Although  the  month-old 
seamen's  strike  is  almost  over, 
dockers  began  a  strike  yes¬ 
terday  which  again  paralysed 
some  ports.  CrossGhannd 
ferry  services  were  halted  at 
least  until  today. 

One-day  strikes  called  by 
the  CGT  in  other  public  sector 
areas,  including  posts  and 
telecommunications,  the 
Government  arsenals  and  Re¬ 


nault  cars  were  only  sparsely 
fallowed 

Nevertheless,  foe  CGT 
managed  to  assemble  10.000 
supporters,  according  to  foe 
police  —  40,000  according  to 
foe  union  —  for  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  in  Paris  in  protest  against 
the  Government's  economic 
policies,  with  a  similar  num¬ 
ber  marching  through  the 
streets  of  Marseille. 

But  the  strikes  began  caus¬ 
ing  problems  in  industry  at 
large.  The  employers'  organ¬ 
ization  CNPF  said  activity  in 
foe  chemical,  steel  and  met- 


30  per  cent  due  to  a  lade  of  raw 
materials.

Determined  fight  for  a  family’s  future 


From  Our  Own  Correspondent,  Paris 


A  French  train  driver  said 
I  yesterday  he  was  on  strike  “for 
i  the  future  of  my  wife  and 
children:  if  this  affair  has 
become  political,  it’s  not  our 
fault*1. 

M  Marc  LoflKer  said:  “Our 
demands-  have  nothing  to  do 
with  wanting  to  overthrow  the 
Government  or  break  its  pay 
policies.  That’s  all  rubbish.” 

Aimed  riot  police  moved 
dong  the  almost-deserted 
platform  outside  the  raU- 
waymen’s  strike  headquarters 
at  the  Gare  du  Nord  in  Paris 
as  M  Loillier,  aged  30,  a 
thickset  man  with  a  heavy 
moustache,  ^  explained  why  he 
and  his  colleagues  had  been 
among  the  first  to  go  on  strike 
three  weeks  ago,  and  why  they 
were  determined  to  fight  on 
despite  the  hardships. 

Until  last  month,  M  Loillier 
was  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
munist-led  CGT  union  to 
which  he  paid  £75  a  year  in 
dues,  representing  1  per  cent 
of  his  baric  pay. 

He  resigned  because  he  felt 
the  union  was  no  longer 
representing  the  interests  ofits 
rank  and  file.  But  it  would 
have  made  no  difference  to  his 
present  situation  had  be  re¬ 
mained  a  member. 

In  common  with  nearly  all 
French  unions,  the  CGT  does 
not  provide  strike  pay  for  its 
members  —  why  most  indus¬ 
trial  disputes  in  France  are  so 
short-lived  and  why  the 
present  rail  strike  is  so  un- 
usnaL  Most  strikes  last  24 
hours  at  most. 

As  a  train  driver  with  10 


years'  service  with  the  SNCF, 
the  state-owned  french  rail¬ 
ways,  M  Loillier  was  earning 
9,000  francs  (£960)  a  month  in 
pay  and  bonuses  for  an  av¬ 
erage  39-hour  week. 

For  foe  past  three  weeks  he 
has  received  nothing.  How 
does  he  manage  when  he  has  a 
three-bedroom  house  in  the 
suburbs  with  a  6,000  francs-a- 
monfo  mortgage,  and  a  wife 
with  two  children,  one  aged 
two  years  and  the  other  three 
days? 

6  I’ve  lost  nearly 
10,000  francs.  I’m  not 
going  to  throw  that 
away  for  nothing  9 

“My  wife  earns  7,500  francs 
a  month  as  a  primary  school 
teacher,  and  the  bank  has  been 
generous  in  advancing  us 
money  on  the  mortgage,” 
“My  mother-in-law  nor¬ 
mally  looks  after  the  children 
when  my  wife’s  at  work.  I'm 
not  saying  we  haven’t  enough 
to  eat  or  anything  like  that,  but 
it*s  not  easy.  Tm  lucky  having 
a  wife  who  totally  supports 
what  I'm  doing.  She  knows 
it'll  be  her  turn  next  if  we  give 
in." 

As  with  the  other  railway 
workers,  it  was  the  proposed 
merit-based  salary  scales  that 
proved  the  last  straw  for  M 
Loillier.  But  why  shouldn't 
good  workers  be  promoted 
more  quickly  than  bad  work¬ 
ers,  rather  than  have  promo¬ 
tion  depend  simply  on  length 
of  service? 


“You  don’t  understand. 
What  they  mean  by  'merit'  is 
how  amenable  a  worker  is, 
whether  be  is  willing  to  come 
out  on  a  rest  day  at  a 
moment's  notice  and  things 
like  that;  not  how  efficient  he 
is."  he  replied. 

But  had  not  foe  Gov¬ 
ernment  withdrawn  those  new 
scales? 

“We’ve  got  nothing  in 
writing,”  he  said.  “We  have  no 
guarantee  that  foe  scales  will 
not  be  reintroduced  under  a 
different  form.  We  want  it 
down  in  black  and  white. 

“If  they  succeed  in  impos¬ 
ing  merit-based  scales  in  the 
railways,  you  can  be  sure 
they’ll  try  to  introduce  them 
throughout  the  whole  of  the 
public  sector.” 

The  second  most  important 
of  foe  strikers’  demands, 
according  to  M  Loillier.  was 
for  the  integration  of  railway 
workers'  bonuses  into  their 
basic  pay. 

“More  than  a  third  of  what  I 
earn  is  in  so-called  bonuses  for 
unsocial  hours,  the  number  of 
miles  1  drive,  and  so  on.  Buz 
my  pension  and  sickness 
benefit  is  based  only  on  my 
basic  pay.  We  don’t  think 
that's  right 

“If  we  got  satisfaction  on 
that  the  salary  scales  and 
better  career  prospects,  we’d 
go  tack  to  work  tomorrow. 

“If  there  are  no  negotia¬ 
tions.  it  means  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  doesn’t'  want  to 
negotiate.  Our  strike  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  increases  in 
basic  pay.

Shevardnadze  says 
political  accord 
is  closer  than  ever

Finance  Minister,  again  ruled 
out  any  question  of  a  devalua¬ 
tion  of  the  franc  as  it  fell  to  its 
lowest  permitted  level  within 
the  European  Monetary  Sys¬ 
tem  against  foe  deutschmark 
in  response  to  anxiety  over  the 
spreading  unrest  in  France. 

.After  an  emergency  meeting 
of  the  entire  Cabinet,  M 
Jacques  Chirac,  the  Prime 
Minister,  again  insisted  that 
foe  Government  “would  not 
deviate  from  its  policies,  be¬ 
cause  to  do  so  would  be 
irresponsible''. 

Priority,  be  said,  must  be 
given  to  foe  least  well-off;  the 
unemployed  and  the  young 
who  were  seeking  jobs.  “It  is 
in  that  direction  that  the 
national  solidarity  should 
tend,  rather  than  in  satisfying 
the  demands,  however  legiti¬ 
mate,  of  those  who  are  better 
oft" 


Mr  Eduard  Shevardnadze, 
foe  Soviet  Foreign  Minister 
and  a  dose  political  ally  of  Mr 
Gorbachov,  foe  Soviet  leader, 
said  during  a  speech  delivered 
in  the  Afghan  capital  of  Kabul 
that  a  political  settlement  to 
the  seven-year-old  war  in 
Afghanistan  was  now  “feasible 
and  as  close  as  never  before". 

Mr  Shevardnadze,  the  most 
senior  member  of  the  Kremlin 
hierachy  to  visit  Afghanistan 
since  foe  Soviet  troops  were 
sent  in  late  in  1979.

“The  new  year  can  and  should 
mark  the  start  of  new  relations 
between  Afghanistan  and  all 
its  neighbours  and  of  its 
growing  stronger  a  sovereign, 
independent  country'  pursuing 
a  policy  of  neutrality  and  non- 
alignment". 

His  optimistic  assessment 
was  given  soon  after  his 
arrival  there  on  Monday  ar  a 
reception  hosted  by  Dr  Najib. 
the  Afghan  communist  leader. 
The  full  text  was  only  released 
yesterday  by  Tass. 

The  Soviet  Minister,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  high-ranking 
delegation  headed  by  Mr 
An2ioiy  Dobrynin,  the 
Kremlin's  chief  foreign  policy 
2dviser.  backed  foe  recent 
ceasefire  proposal  made  by  Dr 
Najib  and  called  for  success 
for  foe  ambitious  national 
reconciliation  plan  unveiled 
Iasi  week. 

“This  is  because  this  success 
will  mean  peace  in  a  country’ 
which  is  our  neighbour,  and 
hence  peace  for  us.  too",  Mr 
Shevardnadze  said  in  an  ad¬ 
dress  dearly  aimed  at  an 
international  audience. 

The  upbeat  speech  was  seen 
as  designed  to  demonstrate 
full  Kremlin  support  for  Dr 
Najib’s  recent  efforts  to  try 
and  persaude  foe  Muslim 
rebels  to  lay  down  their  arms. 
Many  Western  observers  are 
convinced  that  foe  plan  was 
conceived  during  foe  Afghan 


leader's  talks  in  Moscow  last 
month  with  Mr  Gorbachov. 

Despite  the  Western  scep¬ 
ticism  which  persists  about 
the  Kremlin’s  motives  in 
launching  such  a  high-profile 
visiL  there  are  an  increasing 
number  of  observers  here 
convinced  that  one  reason  is 
to  push  ahead  in  the  most 
visible  manner  possible  foe 
peace  process  launched  by  the 
Afghan  leader. 

Although  his  six  month 
ceasefire  offer  has  already 
been  rejected  by  foe  mam 
rebel  leaders,  its  regional  basis 
is  seen  as  designed  to  bring 
over  enough  rebei  fighters  to 
foe  government  camp  to  break 
the  back  of  foe  resistance.

we  drivers  are  not. 

“The  management  says  it 
hasn’t  more  money.  But  our 
demands  would  cost  in  an 
entire  year  what  foe  strike  is 
costing  the  railways  every  day, 
that  is  to  say  100  million 
francs.” 

Was  the  strike  beginning  to 
crumble  as  foe  management 
claims? 

“Certainly  not  here,”  he 
replied  to  a  chorus  of  agree¬ 
ment  from  other  strikers 
standing  around  in  the 
sparsely  furnished  room  offoe 
prefabricated  cabin  serving  as 
foe  Gare  du  Nord  strike 
f  headquarters. 

“We’re  exactly  foe  same 
number  as  when  we  began. 
We’re  more  determined  than 
ever.  I've  lost  nearly  10,000 
francs  since  foe  strike  began. 
I'm  not  going  to  throw  all  that 
away  for  nothing. 

“I’ve  been  coming  in  here 
with  foe  other  lads  from  3  am 
until  7  pm  every  day  to  keep 
up  morale.  We're  not  going  to 
give  in  now." 

But  how  much  longer  could 
they  all  last  with  no  pay 
coming  in? 

He  looked  glum.  “Well, 
there's  another  meeting  plan¬ 
ned  with  the  management  for 
Thursday.  Maybe  we’ll  have 
to  take  another  vote  after  that. 

“It’s  true  we  can’t  go  on  for 
ever  like  this.  But  if  we  do 
have  to  go  back  to  work 
without  gaining  anything,  the 
whole  climate  on  foe  railways 
is  going  to  be  very  bad.” 


While  Western  diplomats  in 
Delhi  say  that  the  Afghan 
Government's  drive  for  na¬ 
tional  reconciliation  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  ceasefire  offer  to 
begin  next  week  is  generating 
optimism  in  Kabul,  they  them¬ 
selves  are  greeting  it  with 
scepticism. 

Thoagh  noting  that  many 
Afghans  are  hoping  that  the 
national  reconriliation  pro¬ 
gramme  would  end  the  nine 
years  of  suffering  in  the  conn- 
try,  one  embassy  in  Delhi 
points  out  that  they  — with 
most  Western  diplomats  — 
are  also  suspicions  of  dra¬ 
matic  conversions  made  by 
previously  Hncompromisuig 
Afghan  party  leaders. 

The  embassy  also  says  that 
the  proposals  represent  a  rad¬ 
ical  shift  in  the  public  stance  of 
the  ruling  party,  the  People’s 
Democratic  Party  of  Afghani¬ 
stan,  and  may  set  in  to  motion 
events  that  neither  the  PDPA 
nor  its  Soviet  overiords  fore¬ 
saw  or  will  be  able  to  control. 

After  the  extraordinary  ple¬ 
nary  meeting  of  the  party’s 
central  committee  last  week,  at 
which  Dr  Najib,  the  party 
secretary,  made  bis  surprise 
announcement  of  the  ceasefire, 
the  National  Revolutionary 
Council  has  established  com¬ 
missions  to  supervise  the 
reconciliation  process. 

The  leadership  has  made 
clear  that  the  new  Afghanistan 
will  be  independent,  non- 
aligned  and  neutral,  and  will 
have  a  strongly  Islamic  iden¬ 
tity. 

Entrepreneurs  will  be  en¬ 
couraged  and  the  ownership  of 
private  property  legitimized. 
Passports  will  be  freely  avail¬ 
able.  The  regime  has  promised 
to  release  political  prisoners 
provided  they  undertake  to 
give  up  the  armed  struggle, 
and  has  offered  safe  passage 
for  guerrilla  leaders  who  wish 
to  participate  in  talks. 

The  Government  has  also 
promised  to  stop  the  halting 


and  searching  of  vehicles  for 
the  duration  of  the  ceasefire 
and  to  withdraw  the  press 
gangs,  active  in  Kabul  re¬ 
cently,  which  sweep  ap  re¬ 
cruits  far  the  armed  forces. 
One  of  the  commissions  will  be 
dedicated  to  supervising  tile 
return  of  refugees. 

Throughout  the  series  of 
announcements  the  tone  of 
government  officials  has  been 
conciliatory,  avoiding  the  rhe¬ 
toric  common  in  previous 
speeches.  Diplomats  noted 
that  there  has  been  very  little 
mention  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

There  has  also  been  farther 
news  of  the  effects  of  the 
armed  struggle,  particularly  in 
the  southern  dty  of  Kandahar. 
A  Western  source  has  re¬ 
ported  that  the  bombing  of  the 
dty  early  last  month  killed  up 
to  600  inhabitants.  A  non- 
Westera  diplomatic  source 
said  the  hospital  built  by  foe 
Chinese  there  had  been  badly 
damged  and  60  patients  killed. 

The  diplomats  reported  that 
the  Mujahidin  took  possession 
of  foe  streets  of  Kandahar  at 
night 

Mr  Gnlbndin  Hekmatyar, 
foe  leader  of  the  most  active 
guerrilla  organization,  said  in 
Peshawar  last  week  that  foe 
regime  controls  only  half  of 
the  dty. 

At  foe  end  of  last  month  foe 
television  and  radio  bunding 
was  reported  to  have  been 
destroyed  by  the  Mujahidin. 
Fuel  ami  sugar  are  scarce  and, 
where  available,  petrol  is  re¬ 
ported  to  be  selling  at  12  times 
the  official  price. 

In  the  east  there  ha s  bee  a 
farther  evidence  offoe  increas¬ 
ing  Mujahidin  capability  to 
shoot  down  aircraft.  Several 
diplomats  have  reported  the 
shooting  down  of  a  helicopter 
recently,  and  officials  are 
refusing  to  allow  commercial 
airline  flights  from  Kabul  to 
Jalalabad  for  fear  of  Stinger 
missiles  said  to  be  in  foe  hands 
of  local  rebel  forces.

Racial  tensions  over  hous¬ 
ing  and  integration  have  led  to 
an  increasing  number  of  flare- 
ups,  according  to  foe  Justice 
Department.  In  Philadelphia, 
whites  have  used  violence  to 
keep  blacks  from  moving  into 
foeir  neighbourhoods. 

Blacks  in  Washington  have 
in  torn  expressed  resentment 
at  recently  arrived  immigrants 
from  foe  Far  East,  and  when 
an  Asian  pulled  a  gun  on  a 
black  woman  there  were 


demonstrations  here  against 
all  .Asian  merchants. 

Underlying  the  tensions  are 
two  bitter  feels  that  have 
bedevilled  efforts  to  improve 
community  relations:  the  very 
high  numbers  -of  blacks  who 
are  unemployed,  and  foe  soar¬ 
ing  crime  rale  among  blacks. 
There  are  three  blacks  for 
every  two  whites  in  .American 
prisons,  though  blacks  ac¬ 
count  for  only  a  tenth  of  foe 
US  population. 

Whiles  continue  to  be  fear¬ 
ful  of  young  black  males,  and 
suspicious  of  blacks  loitering 
in  white  neighbourhoods.  The 
drug  epidemic  has  also 
centred  disproportionately  on 
foe  black  community. 

The  high  rate  of  black 
illegitimacy,  with  almost  50 
per  cent  of  all  black  children  in 
the  big  cities  bom  out  of 
wedlock  to  mothers  depen¬ 
dent  on  welfare,  has  lea  to 
widely-expressed  concern,  by 
black  and  white  officials, 
about  foe  disintegration  offoe 
black  family  and  foe  sub¬ 
sequent  rise  in  poverty  and 
crime. 

Conservative  columnists 


have  bemoaned  foe  lack  of 
moral  leadership  in  foe  black 
community,  and  have  accused 
blacks  of  ignoring  these  facts 
while  continuing  to  blame 
foeir  ills  on  past  discrimina¬ 
tion.  Mr  William  Buckley,  a 
widely-read  conservative,  said 
white  resentment  “has  to  do 
with  foe  scarcity  of  publicized 
black  reprimands  of  such 
behaviour". 

He  said  that  while  most 
black  moralists  deplored  black 
crime  and  illegitimacy,  those  ■ 
visible  on  foe  media  were  the 
kind  given  to  calling  President 
Reagan  a  racist 

In  reply,  Mr  Courtland 
Milloy.  an  influential  black 
writer,  said  in  The  Wash¬ 
ington  Post  on  Sunday  that 
this  was  not  surprising  given 
the  Administration’s  record 
on  civil  rights  and  foe  opp¬ 
osition  to  the  Martin  Lufoer 
King  holiday  by  Mr  Pat 
Buchanan,  the  White  House 
director  of  communications.

Even  though  mid-term 
examinations  began  for  uni¬ 
versity  students  throughout 
China  this  week,  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  demonstrations  similar 
to’  those  that  have  disturbed 
12  cities  in  the  past  month 
remain  strong,  students  in 
Peking  said  yesterday. 

tomorrow  will  mark  the 
eleventh  anniversary  of  the 
death  of  Chou  En-iai,  the 
former  Prime  Minister,  and  of 
the  mass  movement  against 
the  Gang  of  Four  that  cul¬ 
minated  in  the  so-called 
Tiananmen  Incident  of  April 
5.  1976.  when  hundreds  of 
protesting  studems  were 
beaten  by  the  police  in 
Peking's  main  square. 

Even  if  nothing  happens 
tomorrow,  other  students 
said,  protests  might  occur  next 
month  during  the  annual 
spring  festival  holiday. 

"There  are  in  feet  several 
anniversaries  on  which  stu¬ 
dents  are  prepared  to  protest", 
a  recent  graduate  of  Peking 
University  said. 

In  addition  to  January  8  and 
April  S.  he  listed  September 
IS.  the  day  on  which  Japanese 
troops  invaded  China  in  1931, 
and  December  9,  the  day  on 
which  Peking  University  stu¬ 
dents  demonstrated  against 
the  Japanese  occupation  of 
their  country  in  1935. 

The  Tiananmen  Incident  is 
often  cited  by  modern  histori¬ 
ans  as  the  beginning  of  the  rise 
of  Mr  Deng  Xiaoping,  now 
China's  senior  leader,  and  a 
nationwide  repudiation  of  the 
reign  of  terror  institutional- 
feed  by  the  late  Chairman 
Mao  Tse-iung  in  the  Cultural 
Revolution  from  1967  to 
1976. 

Mr  Deng's  rapid  assump¬ 
tion  of  power  was  coupled 
with  the  development  of  the 
so-called  Democracy  Wall 
movement  that  reached  lull 
power  in  1978.  In  large  “big

character  posters"  that  were 
fixed  to  a  wall  in  the  Xidan 
section  of  Peking  just  about 
anyone  could  give  vent  to  his 
political  opinion.

handling  of  the  situation. 

“The  Government  has  con¬ 
tained  the  demonstrations 
without  suppressing  them”, 
one  Western  diplomat  said  on 
Tuesday.  “That  is  essential  if 
Mr  Deng's  reforms  are  to 
continue  on  course." 

But  Mr  Deng  and  his 
supporters  may  yet  be  forced 
to  become  stricter.  On  Mon¬ 
day,  about  400  students  at 
Peking  University  burnt  co¬ 
pies  of  the  Peking  Daily,  the 
party  newspaper,  to  protest  at 
what  they  said  were  lies  it  bad 
carried  about  the  demonstra¬ 
tions. 

Yesterday's  edition  of  the 
newspaper  said  that  the  burn¬ 
ing  confirmed  the  feet  that  the 
newspaper  “hits  the  sore  spot 
of  some  elements  who  are 
hostile  towards  socialism”.

A  group  of  dissident  former 
members  of  India's  Congress

launched  a  new  political  party 
with  a  series  of  attacks  on  the 
country’s  leadership. 

The  group,  led  by  Mr 
Pranab  Mukheijee,  the  former 
Finance  Minister  and  virtu¬ 
ally  Deputy  Prime  Minister 
until  Mrs  Indira  Gandhi's 
death,  accused  Mr  R^jiv  Gan¬ 
dhi,  the  Prime  Minister,  of 
deviating  from  ins  mother's 
policies,  thereby  jeopardizing 
India's  socialist  interests. 

Mr  Mukheijee  was  elected 
president  of  the  new  party, 
called  the  National  Sooalist 
Congress  (Rashtriya  Samaj- 
wadi  Congress).  It  includes 
other  disappointed  figures 
such  as  Mr  Gundu  Rao, 
former  Chief  Minister  of  Kar¬ 
nataka,  and  Mr  Mayapathi 
TripathL  expelled  from  Con¬ 
gress  despite  being  the  son  of 
the  veteran  Congress  leader, 
Kamalpathi  TripathL 

It  is  not  dear  even  now  why

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Last  weekend,  three  Sooth 
African  professors  shelved 
their  plans  to  visit  the 
headquarters  in  Zambia  of 
the  African  National  Con¬ 
gress,  which  is  preparing  to  celebrate 
its  75th  anniversary  this  week. 

In  the  perspective  of  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  century  —  the  ANC  is  the 
oldest  nationalist  movement  in 
southern  Africa  —  it  was  a  minor 
hitch.  But  the  three  travellers  who 
drew  back  at  the  last  moment  were 
not  Eoghsh-^peakers  but  Afrikaners, 
who  were  going  to  discuss  with  ANC 
officials  a  possible  BSD  ofRights  iiv  a 
post-apartheid  South  Africa.  Their 
waveringover  the  journey  to  Lusaka 
neatly  illustrates  the  ambivalent 
views  which  many  South  Africans 
hold  about  the  organization  which 
has  had  no  legal  presence  inside  the 
country  for  27  years. 

The  shifting  views  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  among  whites  lie  somewhere  on 
a  scale  between  President  Botha’s 
picture  of  it  as  the  leading  edge  of  the 
communist  “total  onslaught”,  and 
the  idea  that  the  ANC  is  a  Chnstian 
social  democratic  association  driven 
to  violence  only  as  a  last  resort  The 
truth  lying  between  these  extremes  is 
complex,  but  the  ANCs  long  and 
relatively  stable  history  is  one  of  its 
most  important  strengths,  and  has 
been  crucial  in  malting  it  die  centre 
of  political  gravity  for  South  Africa’s 
18  million  blacks. 

When  other  organizations  have 
been  weakened  or  destroyed  by  the 
debilitating  rivalries  which  flourish 
in  the  inactivity  of  exile,  the  ANC 
has  held  together.  While  platforms 
and  bargaining  positions  have 
shifted  around  it,  the  ANC  has  held 
stubbornly  to  its  push  for  “one  man, 
one  vote”. 

The  ANCs  actual  support  is 
impossible  to  measure  with  any 
accuracy  in  present  conditions;  sur¬ 
veys  generally  award  it  more  support 
than  any  other  party,  but  not 
necessarily  a  majority.  But  it  is 
beyond  question  that  the  last  few 
years  have  seen  an  upturn  in  die 
ANCs  fortunes,  taking  it  to  a  peak  of 
influence  and  activity  it  has  not 
enjoyed  since  the  1950s. 

Two  years  ago,  a  range  of  surpris¬ 
ing  voices  suggested  that  President 
Botha’s  government  should  enter 
talks  with  the  ANC,  a  view  also 
shared  by  43  per  cent  of  whites 
surveyed  man  opinion  polL  Perhaps 
the  ANCs  greatest  symbolic  coup 
was  the  visit  by  a  group  of  powerful 
white  businessmen  to  Lusaka  in 
September  1985.  The  tycoons,  while 
uneasy  about  the  ANCs  vagueness 
on  future  rationalization,  and  fearfa] 
of  violence,  were  nevertheless 
impressed. 

It  was  only  one  of  a  string  of 
meetings  between  the  ANCs  pro¬ 
fessorial  president,  Oliver  Tambo,

United  States.  And  the  corporate 
ambassadors  have  been  followed  at  a 
distance  by  the  British  and  American 
governments,  who  have  dropped 
their  insistence  that  the  ANC  re¬ 
nounce  violence  before  talks. 

The  attitude  of  the  South  African 
government  itself  towards  the  ANC 
has  altered  sharply.  The  authorities 
used  to  deride  it  as  militarily 
ineffective  and  count  it  as  simply 
erne  of  a  crowd  of  external,  Soviet- 
backed  threats  to  the  country. 
Recently,  however,  a  stream  of 
publications  has  concentrated  more 
frankly  on  the  ANC,  stressing  its 
communist  element  and  its  ad¬ 
vocacy  of  violence. 

The  ANC  resurgence  dates  from 
the  Soweto  school  disturbances  of 
just  over  10  years  ago,  which  set  in 
train  two  slow-acting  but  important 
changes.  Thousands  of  youngsters 
(and  not  a  few  police  infiltrators) 
crossed  the  borders  as  die  police 
began  mopping  up  after  the  riots. 
They  were  sent  to  training  camps  in 
Tanzania,  Libya  and  Angola,  and 
went  on  to  form  a  new  generation  of 
guerrillas  for  the  ANC  military  wing, 
Umkbonto  we  Siswe  (“Spear  of  the 
Nation”),  which  is  thought  to  have 
put  up  to  10,000  people  through 
training  over  the  last  decade. 

Its  three  most  senior  com¬ 
manders,  leader  Joe  Modise, 
political  commissar  Chris 
Ham  and  chief  of  staff  Joe 
SIovo,  have  all  been  in 
Umkhonto  for  20  years  or  more, 
veterans  ofan  abortive  expedition  to 
help  black  nationalists  the 
Rhodesian  government  in  the  late 
1960s,  and  of  the  eariy  1970s  when 
the  training  camps  were  ragged, 
poverty-stricken  and  often  divided 
by  factionalism.

It  is  plainly  absurd  to  picture  die 
ANC  as  a  purely  Christian  social 
democratic  organization.

From  the  lime  wooden 
observation  platform  on  the 
banks  of  the  Auer  River  in  the 
divided  village  of 
Hotensleben,  130  miles  south 
of  Lubeck,  Tom  Jones  is 
showing  yet  another  group  of 
visitors  the  harsh  reality  of  the 
inner  German  bonier.

Familiarity,  however,  has 
not  bred  complacency.  Some¬ 
one  in  the  party  on  the 
viewing  platform  spots  two 
workmen  on  the  roof  of  a 
house  in  toe  village  across  the 
bonier  and  is  about  to  wave  to 
establish  a  little  human  con¬ 
tact  Jones  stays  his  hand. 

“Don’t  forget,”  he  cautions, 
“even  if  they  don’t  wave  back 
they  could  be  in  danger.  The 
gratis  are  not  only  watching 
us,  they  are  also  watching 
them.  A  wave  from  this  side, 
no  matter  how  innocent, 
could  be  interpreted  as  a 
signal,  perhaps  in  connection 
with  an  escape,  and  ft  is  not 
fair  to  endanger  someone  else 
simply  for  a  few  seconds’  fun.”

tingen  in  the  South — which  is 
the  responsibility  of  the 
British. 

The  East  German  fortifica¬ 
tions  are  built  inside  the  actual 
border,  which  meanders 
through-  forests,  across  hills 
and  along  rivers  for  its  entire 
length.  Any  military  incur¬ 
sions  could  lead  to  a  dip¬ 
lomatic  incident,  and  the 
military  rely  on  the  detailed 
knowledge  possessed  by  Jones 
and  his  men,  whkfc  would  also 
be  vital  in  times  of  war. 

The  British  Frontier  Service 
has  been  much  reduced  from 
its  original  post-war  strength 
of 300  to  just  16  men,  mainly 
ex-military.  Dubbed  the 
“Forgotten  Army",  apart  from 
its  border  duties  it  also  per¬ 
forms  some  customs  and  im¬ 
migration  services  in  West 
Germany. 

The  strength  of  the  human 
spirit  in  attempting  to  defy  the 
daily  deprivations  of  the  bor¬ 
der  still  impresses  Jones.  In 
one  village,  he  says,  an  old 


woman  regularly  deans  her 
west-faring  windows  when¬ 
ever  there  are  people  moving 
along  the  far  side  of  the 
border,  in  reality,  he  says,  she 
is  merely  disguising  her 
waves. 

More  than  most,  he  knows 

anra^^^om  the  Ea&WftSe 
die  efforts  to  breach  the  wall  in

‘Could  a  child  mistake  a 
parent  for  a  sexual  abuser?’ 
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the  woman  chosen  — 
from  an  unusually 
large  number  of 
applicants  —  to  ran  it 
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Jaqqui  Elliott  considers  writing 
wih  Aids  sufferers  bo  more 
distressing  than  nursing  renal 
patients  who  are  forced  to 
endure  a  life-or-death  wait  in 
the  hope  that  one  day  they  might 
receive  a  new  kidney.  “For  them,  the 
roost  depressing  thing  is  the 
uncertainty,”  she  says. 
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■  mune  Deficiency  Syndromes,  Elliott 
-  regards  its  victims  simply  as  patients, 
to  be  cared  for  and  consoled  to  the  best 
of  her — and  her  colleagues*  —  ability. 

It  is  something  to  which  she  win  be 
devoting  herself  completely  over  the 
next  few  months  in  her  new  role  as 
sister  of  Britain’s  first  puipose-built 
ward  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
suffering  from  the  Aids  vine.  When 
the  £350,000  Broderip  Ward  opens  for 
business  at  London's  Middlesex  Hos¬ 
pital  next  week  with  six  patients,  26- 
y ear-old  Elliott  will  be  out  in  front, 
heading  her  team  of  14  hand-picked 
staff  nurses  aged  from  22  to  35. 

For  many  people,  the  idea  of  this 
usefijlicam  nursingpatfenteforwfrom 
.  there  is  no  hope  and  no  cure  conjures 
up  images  of  dedication  beyond  the 
call  of  duty.  Jacqui  Elliott  scofis  at 
such  a  suggestion.  *Tm  so  fid  up  with 
the  popular  image  of  nurses  as  Goody 
Two  Shoes.  Even  that  fine  about 
’wanting  to  help  people’  has  become 
cliched  by  the  Miss  World  contestants. 

“We’re  skilled  people  who  have1 
studied  and  practised  and  who  like  to 
think  we're  intelligent  and  simply 
doing  a  job  of  work.” 

Certainly,  nursing  was  not  a  child¬ 
hood  ambition  for  this  former  rfanrrng 
teacher,  the  only  child  of  a  City 
director.  It  seemed,  she  says,  “a 
slightly  more  stable  career”  than 
teaching  ballet  and  tap.  Having 
trained  and  worked  at  the  Middlesex, 
she  nursed  children  at  Great  Ormond 
Street  and  worked  in  the  renal  unit  of 
Guy’s.  She  applied  for  her  present  job 
because  “I  thought  I  could  do  hand  it 
sounded  ehanangtng.  Aids  patients  are 
very  special  people?  there’s  no  doubt  -., 
.about  that  They  have  amazing  cour¬ 
age.  Besides,  I  do  ibink  someone  has 
got  to  puta  more  positive  fece  on.  ft”  ; 

Surprisingly,  perhaps,  there  were  a 
large  number  of  applicants  for  her  job 
and  more  than  double  the  number 
needed  for  the  other  nursing  posts.

Elliott  selected  the  applicants  whom 
she  considered  to  possess  what  she 
describes  as  insight-  “You  obviously 
have  to  look  for  people  who  want  to  do 
it  for  the  right  reasons.  It’s  no  good 
them  having  the  attitude  of* Aids  is  the 
in-thing.  I've  never  looked  after  an 
Aids  patient  before,  so  let's  do  h  now’. 
I  wanted  people  who  are  caring 
without  being  hysterical.” 

She  beisdf  was  picked,  according  to 
Professor  Stephen  Semple  at  the 
Middlesex,  because  “she  seemed  to 
have  the  most  sensible  approach  to  the 
problem.  She  came  across  as  a  very 
down-to-earth  young  lady  who  would 
be  able  to  copewith  the  emotional  and 
physical  strain,  as  well  as  being  a  first- 
class  nurse.** 

She  had  worked  with  Aids 
patients  at  the  Middlesex  in 
the  last,  during  the  initial 
appearance  of  die  disease  in 
Britain,  and  considers  it  to  be 
no  more  dangerous  to  nursing  staff 
than  hepatitis-B  or  tuberculosis.  She 
and  her  nurses  will  wear  protective, 
clothing  —  gloves  and  aprons  —  only 
when  dealing  with  blood  or  other  body 
Quids.  “Nothing  special.  But  the 
emergence  of  Aids  has  made  us  all 
a  ware  of  a  tightening  up  of  what  we  do 
'every  day,  such  as  patient 
confidentiality." 

Of  the  built-in  despondency  efen 
ment  of  nursing  no-hopers,  she  says; 
“There’s  no  cure  for  Aids  today,  but 
there  may  Ift  tomorrow.  I  have 
implicit  faith  in  my  medical  colleagues 
to  .come  up  with  something  in  the  near 
future.  You  just -have  to  treat  the 
symptoms  as  they  coroe  along,  keep  a 
positive  attitude  and  provide  tbe  best 


possible  nursing  care  for  the  patients. 
And  it  isn't  limited  to  giving  out 
bedpans  -  you  have  to  treat  them  as  a 
whole,  mentally  and  physically,  as  weQ 
as  all  the  people  around  them  — 
family,  colleagues  and  friends. 

“You  need  to  be  sensitive  but  you 
need  to  be  positive,  too.  You  have  to 
appreciate  the  limits  of  your  own  job 
and  be  aware  of  the  point  at  which 
someone  else  might  do  it  better.  There 
again,  the  patient  might  find  it  easier 
to  talk  to  one  of  the  domestics  rather 
than  to  one  of  our  psychologists. 

“Obviously,  when  somebody  dies  h 
hits  you  but  it's  the  same  for  anyone 
working  on  a  cancer  ward.  Anywhere 
where  people  are  dying  puts  a  strain  on 
you.  It's  the  way  that  you  approach  the 
wo ik  that  counts.” 

Even  so,  she  will  be  keeping  a  dose 
eye  on  her  nursing  staff  to  ensure  that, 
the  inevitable  stresses  of  the  job  do  not 
wear  them  down.  “Socially  I’ll  be 
trying  to  keep  up  morale  and  I*U  also 
make  sure  that  they  are  aware  that 
there  are  professionals  around  for 
them  to  talk  to.” 

In  fact,  she  has  found  that  the 
greatest  stresses  of  Aids  come  not  from 
working  with  tbe  patients  but  from  the 
people  she  meets  who  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  medical  profission  and  axe 
prejudiced  by  ignorance  and  fear.  “It’s 
very  difficult  to  wipe  out  those 
attitudes  and  I  sometimes  feel  Fm 


important  factor  in  their  abbreviated  | 
lives.  At  the  Middlesex,  where  the  I 
majority  are  homosexual  men,  Elliott  ! 
has  found  that  their  attitude  is 
frequently  one  of  amazement  that 
there  are  people  prepared  to  help  them 
m  the  face  of  what  they'  see  to  be 
widespread  prejudice  against  than. 

The  idea  that  it  is  a  gay  plague 
still  lives  on  in  many 
people's  memories,  she  says. 
*Tve  no  prejudice  and  I 
don’t  see  Aids  victims  as 
homosexual  people.  1  see  them  as 
people  infected  with  the  virus.” 

She  is  aware  of  the  danger  to  her 
own  life,  not  of  catching  Aids  —  a  risk 
she  dismisses  as  minimal  —  but  of 
allowing  rt  to  dominate  her  entirely. 
“You  could  get  to  the  point  where  you 
eat,  sleep  and  breathe  Aids.  It’s  very 
important  to  be  carrying  on  a  normal 
life  outside.  If  you  devoxed  all  your 
time  to  it  you  would  just  go  mad.” 

Her  family  and  friends  have  been 
entirely  supportive.  “My  mum  was 
very  chuffed  about  the  whole  thing. 
My  dad  was  a  little  bit  anxious  but  I 
think  I’ve  managed  to  educate  him.” 

Her  main  concern  now  is  to  make  a 
success  of  a  project  that  is  a  trail  blazer 
in  British  medical  care.  “Fve  never  set 
up  a  unit  before  and  because  there’s 
never  been  one  like  this  there  are  no

A  fcw  days  before  Christmas, 
I  read  of  the  death  of  Mrs 
Judy  Johnson:  42.  of  Man¬ 
hattan  Beach,  California.  The 
cause  of  death  is  still  un¬ 
certain;  suicide  has  been 
suggested 

For  the  Last  three  years,  she 
had  been  at  the  centre  of  a 
child  abuse  case  in  which  the 
owners  and  staff  of  a  posh 
Los  Angeles  Nursery  School 
were  accused  of 200  counts  of 
child  molesting,  including  Sa¬ 
tanic  rituals  and  drag  orgies. 

Mrs  Johnson's  story  raises 
key  questions  about  our  atti¬ 
tudes  and  procedures  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  child  abuse.  This  is  a 
delicate  area,  I  fear.  The  child 
abuse  movement  has  become 
a  little  like  the  peace  move¬ 
ment,  where  anyone  who 
questions  procedures  is  held 
to  be  pro-war.  Anyone  who 
argues  with  proposed  rem¬ 
edies  may  find  themselves 
regarded  as  a  person  who 
doesn't  care  about  the 
problem. 

It  was  the  charge  by  Mrs 
Johnson  that  her  son,  aged 
two  and  a  half,  had  been 
molested  that  began  the 
California  investigation. 
Johnson  called  dozens  of 
parents  in  her  community, 
repeating  her  accusations 
against  the  school  and  actring 
them  to  question  their  chil¬ 
dren.  Local  police  sent  out  a 
letter  to  parents  encouraging 
them  to  ask  their  children  if 
any  one  of  them  had  been  tire 
subject  cf  unnatural  acts  at 
school.  The  response  was 
I  overwhelming.  Seven  people 
were  arrested,  including  the 
6C-year-o]d  grandmother 
who  owned  the  school. 

Bu:  no:  everyone  was  con¬ 
vinced.  The  case’s  chief  pros¬ 
ecutor  resigned,  claiming  that 
virtually  no  evidence  existed 
far  the  charges  and  stating  his 
belief  that  all  defendants  in 
the  case  were  innocent.  The 
children,  be  claimed,  had 
been  interrogated  for  hours 
on  end  and  given  leading 
questions.  They  were  praised 
for  accounts  of  abuse,  but 
“chastised”  for  denying  it. 

In  Hamilton.  Ontario,  a 
wardship  hearing  over  two 
girls  is  now  in  its  eighteenth 
month.  The  girls  have  told 
the  court  of  sexual  abuse, 
cannibalism  and  aunic  mur¬ 
ders  they  claim  were  carried 
out  by  their  mother  and  her 
boyfriend. 

The  girls  made  the  charges 
after  their  mother  had  vol¬ 
untarily  put  than  in  care 
because  ofher -personal  prob¬ 
lems.  There  i$  sot  a  shred  of 
evidence  to  support  the 
extraordinary  tales  of  tbe  two 
children,  and  had  the  climate 
not  been  so  attuned  to  the 
menace  of  child  abuse  the 


fantastic  stories  would  have 
been  dismissed  after  police 
initially  investigated  them 
and  decided  not  to  recom¬ 
mend  charges,  Bui  a  bevy  of 
social  workers,  psychiatrists, 
psychologists  and  therapists 
worked  with  the  children, 
eliciting  volumes  of  video 
tapes  with  them,  and  the  case 
took  on  a  momentum  of  its 
own. 

The  children  themselves 
have  never  been  examined 
directly  in  court  during  138 
day's  of  testimony.  Recently 
the  court  was  cautioned  by 
Or  Clive  Chamberlain,  a 
leading  Canadian  child 
psychiatrist.  “You  can  put 
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things  in  children's  minds 
very  easily ,”  he  said  “I  think 
it's  a  mistake  to  assume  that 
children  will  always  tefl  the 
truth.” 

What  is  there  to  learn  from 
all  this?  First,  I  think  we  have 
to  be  very  careful  in  changing 
the  court  procedures  and 
comma nsense  assumptions 
that  have  always  under¬ 
pinned  British  jurisprudence. 
The  notion  that  children 
always  tell  the  truth  has  only 
recently  been  popularized  by 
some  child  abuse  experts.  In 
the  past  we  understood  that 
children  are  much  like  adults; 
they  can  very  easily  tell  the 
truth,  and  they  can  very 
easily  lie. 

Child  abuse  experts  claim 
that  children,  particularly 
young  ones,  simply  do  not 
nave  the  capacity  to  invent 
tales  of  sexual  abuse.  On  the 
whole  this  may  be  true,  but 
when  in  trying  to  elicit 
information  from  very  young 
children  we  use  such  dubious 
techniques  as  re-enacting  sex¬ 
ual  incidents  with  dolls, 
surely  it  is  difficult  not  to  be 
suggestive  or  to  invoke  the 


capacity  for  fantasy  that  any 
healthy  active  child  has. 

This  is  equally  true  of  well- 
intentioned  efforts  in  schools 
to  raise  very  young  children’s 
awareness  of  sexual  abuse 
through  videos  and  chats. 
Recently,  one  mother  who 
was  innocently  preparing  her 
child  for  a  belli  after  a  day  at 
her  North  London  nursery 
school,  found  her  daughter 
pulling  away  from  her  as  she 
took  off  her  knickers.  “You 
rausn't  touch  me  there,”  said 
the  girt,  shrinking  from  her 
parent.  What,  thought  the 
mother,  if  the  child  com¬ 
plained  to  her  school  that  her 
parents  “touched  her  there”? 

This  problem  is  made 
worse  by  the  use  of  so-called 
educational  videos  on  sexual 
abuse  and  the  understandable 
reluctance  to  make  them  too 
explicit.  Given  the  necessary 
vagueness  our  educators  use 
in  talking  about  sexual  situa¬ 
tions  to  young  children,  is  it 
so  improbable  that  a  child 
might  mistake  a  neighbour 
who  innocently  undresses 
without  fully  closing  the  cur¬ 
tains  fora  sexual  “flasher",  or 
a  parent  lairing  off  her  knick¬ 
ers  for  a  sexual  abuser? 

Far  more  serious  are  the 
proposed  changes  in  the 
Criminal  Justice  Bill  that 
keep  children  out  of  the 
counroom  and  permit  them 
to  give  their  evidence  in 
sexual  assault  cases  by  video 
link  only.  Our  system  of 
justice  has  always  presumed 
that  the  accused  is  innocent 
until  proven  guilty.  By  in¬ 
dicating  to  the  juiy  that  a 
child  cannot  face  tbe  accused 
in  open  court  you  are  revers¬ 
ing  the  onus  of  guilt  and 
creating  the  psychological 
presumption  that  the  accused 
has  done  something  so  dread¬ 
ful  the  child  must  be  pro¬ 
tected  from  him. 

None  of  these  problems 
seems  to  me  insoluble,  but 
because  so  little  attention  is 
paid  to  them  I  can’t  help 
feeling  that,  in  its  zeal,  the 
child  abuse  bandwagon  either 
does  not  think  its  proposals 
through  or  simply  does  not 
care  about  such  niceties  as  the 
presumption  of  innocence. 
Of  course,  every  age  has  its 
fashionable  hysteria,  and  our 
period  seems  to  have  fas¬ 
tened  on  to  smoking  and 
child  abuse.

Barbara  Amiel 
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Julie  is  a  test-shopper,  one  of  a 
growing  army  of  undercover 
security  workers  who  spend 
their  days  buying  bars  of  soap 
and  keeping  a  sharp  eye  out 
for  staff  with  their  hand  in  the 
till  “It’s  a  bit  doak  and 
dagger,”  says  Julie,  who  goes 
on  these  expeditions  disguised 
simply  as  herself  —  an  un¬ 
assuming  housewife  in  a 
slightly  shabby  anorak. 

Shoplifting  always  hits  the 
headlines  at  busy  times  like 
Christmas  and  New  Year.  But 
insider  fiddles  —  which  test- 
shopping  is  designed  to  pre¬ 
vent  —  are  a  year-round  and 
growing  problem. 

Prices  rise  by  an  estimated 
5p  in  the  pound  every  year  to 
cover  unexplained  losses  and 
increased  security  costs  —  and 
a  recent  Home  Office  repeat 
suggested  that  the  highest 
proportion  of  losses  was  due 
to  dishonest  staff  rather  than 
customers. 

Julie  is  married  to  a  lorry 
driver  and  lives  in  a  council 
house  in  a  west  London 
suburb.  She  joined  Group  4 
Security  as  a  test-shopper  for 


something  to  do  when  her 
children  grew  up,  and  is  now 
supervisor  of  a  team  of  20. 

Like  all  security  jobs,  test¬ 
shopping  is  nine  parte  bore¬ 
dom  —  but  tbe  tenth  part, 
which  involves  monitoring 
split-second  transactions,  is  a 
highly  skilled  business.  Each 
new  recruit  is 
given  a  sum- 
mum  of  60 
hours’  training 
at  Group  4’s 
Cots  wolds  ■ 
headquarters. 
They  learn 
how  to  spot  the 
innocent-look¬ 
ing  pile  of 
sweet  papers 
winch  may  be 
a  tally  for  money  to  be  taken 
out  of  a  till  They  also  leam 
how  to  perform  in  couri.uI 
never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
you're  dealing  with  people’s 
reputations,”  says  Juhe.  “I*d 
never  accuse  anybody  of  any¬ 
thing  without  being  one  hun¬ 
dred  per  cent  sure.” 

X  spent  a  day  on  foe  road 
with  Juhe.  test-shopping  in  a 
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hardware  chain  at  the  height 
of  the  Christinas  rush.  At  the 
first  shop,  we  bought  a  door 
security  chain.  A  dead 
giveway,  I  would  have 
thought,  but  no  one  seemed 
suspicious.  Outside  in  the  car, 
Julie  filled  in  a  form  on  the 
transaction  —  which  had  been 
faultless  — 
complete  with 
a  detailed 
description  of 
the  assistant  I 
hadn’t  even 
noticed  the 
colour  of  her 
hair,  let  alone 
her  eyes.  Waft¬ 
ing  in  the  in¬ 
evitable  car 
park  queue  — 
an  occupational  hazard  — 
Julie  recalled  the  day  she  and  a 
male  colleague  used  a  spot  of 
amateur  acting  to  nail  a  shop 
assistant  who  had  been  cheat¬ 
ing  on  the  side. 

They  claimed  they  couldn't 
afford  foe  bedroom  furniture 
they  had  been  looking  at  — 
and  he  offered  to  sell  it  to 
them  for  half-price,  if  they 


would  slip  him  the  money  in 
the  car  park. 

Fuelled  by  coffee  and  a  bun 
from  a  nearby  snack  bar,  we 
mooched  around  tbe  garden¬ 
ing  section  of  the  next  shop  for 
a  while  before  settling  on  a 
Bypass  Pruner  at  £6.75.  The 
assistant  rang  up  £3.75,  hesi¬ 
tated.  then  rang  up  the  extra 
£3.  It  could  simply  have  been 
a  mistake,  or  he  could  have 
been  planning  to  pocket  the 
difference.  There  was  no  evi¬ 
dence  either  way. 

After  the  third  shop  —  and 
another  two  hours  on  the  road 
—  we  called  ir  a  day.  Like  all 
security  measures,  test-shop¬ 
ping  has  a  limited  life.  But,  as 
Lady  Phillips,  director  of  the 
Associatiun  for  the  Prevention 
of  Theft  in  Shops,  says:  “Any¬ 
thing  that  will  help  cut  down 
losses  has  to  be  applauded,  for 
it  is  tbe  honest  customer  who 
has  to  pay  the  price.  Crime 
prevention  is  everybody’s 
business.”

Some  people  have  claimed 
that  the  Aids  epidemic  is 
Cod's  punishment  of  a 
sinful  world-  It  is  better 
seen  as  proof  of  a  general  law  that 
actions  have  consequences  and 
that  disorder  inevitably  damages 
and  then  destroys. 

In  feet.  Aids  is  neither  the  whole 
problem  nor  the  central  issue.  It  is 
a  symptom  of  something  deeper 
and  more  deadly.  Aids  is  but  one 
of  the  many  disastrous  con¬ 
sequences  of  promiscuous  sexual 
behaviour.  Promiscuity  is  the  root 
cause  of  the  present  epidemic.  It 
has  always  been  sinful;  it  is  rapidly 
becoming  suicidal. 

We  are,  then,  dealing  with  an 
intrinsically  moral  issue  and  not 
simply  one  of  public  health.  No 
campaign  against  Aids  can  ignore 
or  trivialize  the  moral  question. 
Refusal  to  address  the  moral 
issues  is  itself  a  moral  statemenL 
In  the  public  campaign  so  far, 
much  attention  has  been  focused 
in  very  explicit  terms  on  the  way 
the  virus  is  transmitted  and  on 
precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
infection.  Too  little  has  been  said 
so  far,  and  too  vaguely,  about  the 
radical  shift  in  attitudes  needed  to 
hah  the  advance  of  the  epidemic. 
Yet  when,  as  here,  morality  con¬ 
cerns  matters  of  life  and  death,  it 
affects  the  public  good  and  in¬ 
volves  the  whole  community.  It  is 
certainly  not  the  exclusive  concern 
of  the  Church  and  the  clergy. 

The  Church  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  a  common  aim,  to 
limit  and,  if  possible,  to  eliminate 
the  disease.  The  Church  wants  to 
tackle  promiscuity  as  the  principal 
cause  of  infection.  I  would  argue 
that  the  Government  itself  could 
legitimately,  and  helpfully,  lay 
greater  stress  on  the  moral  issues. 

No  purpose  can  be  served  by 
recriminations  against  any  section 
of  the  population  held  to  be 
responsible.  Instead,  we  should 
offer  to  those  with  Aids  uncondi¬ 
tional  and  practical  compassion.  It 
would  be  unfortunate,  too,  if 
reaction  took  the  form  of  a 
merciless  and  self-righteous  moral 
backlash.  Something  much  more 
radical  and  constructive  is  called 
for  than  the  scourging  of  other 
people's  vices.  If  a  catastrophe  is 
to  be  averred  there  must  be  an 
urgent  and  immediate  reappraisal 
of  our  attitudes  and  behaviour  in 
matters  of  sexual  behaviour  and 
human  relationships. 

Even  in  the  short  term  a  moral 
reawakening  is  society’s  best  hope. 
That  must  be  part  of  any  national 
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programme  of  information  and 
education.  Condoms  and  free 
needles  for  drug  addicts  will 
reduce  but  not  remove  the  dan¬ 
gers;  those  most  at  risk  might  be 
led  to  conclude  that  a  potentially 
lethal  life  style  can,  with  precau¬ 
tions,  be  made  safe.  ' 

The  feci  to  be  faced  is  that  all  of 
us  in  society  have  to  leant  to  live 
according  to  a  renewed  set  of 
values.  That  will  not  be  easy.  How 
can  any  appeal  for  faithfulness  and 
sexual  restraint  be  heeded  when 
there  is  on  all  sides  explicit 
encouragement  to  promiscuous 
behaviour  and  frequent  ridicule  of 
moral  values?  Society  is  in  moral 
disarray,  for  which  we  must  all 
take  our  share  of  blame.  Sexual 
permissiveness  reflects  a  general 
decline  of  values 

Some  might  question  whether 
any  consensus  on  values  is  pos¬ 
sible  in  a  society  which  has  so  lost 
touch  with  its  cultural,  religious 
and  spiritual  roots.  None  the  less  1 
am  convinced  that  there  are 
untapped  reserves  of  goodness 
and  idealism  in  many  individuals 
and  communities.  Laying  the 
foundations  for  a  new  consensus 
will  be  prolonged,  arduous  and 
quite  often  hotly  contested. 

The  search  for  a  better  way,  the 
endeavour  to  reconstruct  society’s 
attitudes  and  values  will,  of  neces¬ 
sity,  take  many  forms.  Together 
we  must  reflect  on  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  our  common  human¬ 
ity,  the  needs  and  longings  of  the 
human  heart.  We  can  leant  too 
from  history,  while  not  idealizing 
the  past  There  can  be  no  question, 
even  if  it  were  possible/  of 
attempting  to  turn  back  the  clock. 
The  situation  we  confront  de¬ 
mands  of  us  a  new  response. 

The  Christian  churches  have  an 
obvious  part  to  play  in  this 

fundamental  rethinking.  So  tOO 
have  the  world  religions  now 
represented  in  our  country.  The 


Judaeo-Christian  heritage  of 
moral  values  still  has  much  to 
offer  contemporary  society.  We 
ran  learn  much  also  from  the 
traditions  of  asceticism  and  self- 
discipline  prized  by  Islam  and  the 
great  religions  of  the  East. 
Reconstruction  demands  serious 
dialogue.  People,  whether  re¬ 
ligious  or  not,  c”n  surely  find 
common  ground  and  shared  ideals 
in  face  of  the  manifest  dangers 
which  threaten  society. 

Some  are  prepared  to  concede 
that  such  a  transformation  is 
required  but  believe  it  to  be  a  long- 
term  objective.  It  is  necessary  m 
the  short  term,  they  argue,  to 
adopt  the  measures  advocated  in 
the  present  campaign  of  public 
education  on  Aids.  Th£  Roman 
Catholic  Chuch  in  this  country  is 
being  urged  to  modify  its  opp¬ 
osition  to  the  use  of  condoms  and 
its  condemnation  of  sexual  activ¬ 
ity  outside  marriage,  at  least  in  the 
case  of  stable  relationships.  There 
are,  however,  serious  matters  of 
principle  which  the  Church  is  not 
at  liberty  to  ignore. 

Roman  Catholic  teaching 

maintains  that  human 

love  is  a  precious  gift,  a 
sharing  in  the  life  and 
love  of  God  himself.  Unselfish 
love  between  persons  is  itself  a 
way  to  God.  It  enriches  the  human 
personality.  In  married  love  a 
couple  come  together  in  a  life¬ 
long,  life-giving  union  in  which 
they  give  themselves  totally  and 
exclusively  to  each  other.  To  be 
fully  human  and  selfgiving,  that 
love  has  to  remain  open  to  the 
possibility  of  new  life.  It  provides 
the  stability  and  affection  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  nurturing  and 
development  of  the  growing  child,  clergy, 
For  all  these  reasons,  the  full  public 
sexual  expression  of  love  is  re¬ 
served  for  husband  and  wife 
within  marriage. 


The  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
therefore,  cannot  be  expected  to 
lend  support  to  any  measures 
which  tacitly  accept,  even  if  they 
do  not  encourage,  sexual  activity 
outside  marriage.  To  do  so  would 
be  inconsistent.  It  would  weaken 
our  primary  witness  to  the  Chris¬ 
tian  vision  of  human  love  and 
marriage.  Nor  do  we  accept  that 
for  the  unmarried  the  choice  lies 
solely  between  _  condoms  and 
infection.  There  is  a  third  course 
of  action:  refusal  to  engage  in 
extra-marital  sexual  activity.  Such 
self-disciidme  is  not  emotionally 
destructive,  but  can  be  a  positive 
affirmation  of  a  radical  ideal, 
demanding  bat  not  impossible. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  is 
committed  to  the  cause  of  mar¬ 
riage  and  family  life.  It  is  a  sad 
reflection  on  present  values  that 
no  political  party  offers  a  coherent 
and  comprehensive  policy  to  sus¬ 
tain  and  uphold  family  life.  Here 
there  is  much  common  ground  to 
be  explored.  It  is  essential  to 
enhance  thequaKty  of  individQal 
and  family  life. 

A  radical  change  in  popular 
attitudes  is  possible,  indeed  nec¬ 
essary.  Many  in  recent  years  have 
become  convinced  of  the  need  to 
embrace  a  ampler,  healthier  life¬ 
style  in  order  to  enjoy  a  fuller, 
longer  life.  We  are  already  chang¬ 
ing  deep-rooted  habits  in  eating, 
drinking,  gnoWng,  exercise.  How 
much  greater  is  the  to 

rediscover  the  joy  of  faithful  love 
and  lairing  marriage:  It  for 
self-discipline,  restraint  and  a  new 
awareness. .  Such  a  .  profound 
change  in  sodety  also  needs  a 
comprehensive  campaign  of  pub¬ 
lic  education  and  persuasion. 

The  Aids  crisisrepresents  a 
watershed  for  contemporary  soci¬ 
ety.  It  is  much  more  than  a  matter 
of  sexual  morality.  Shared  moral 
values  derive  from  an  accepted 
understanding  of  sodety.  Fear 
may  well  induce  some  to  modify 
their  sexual  behaviour.  That  is  not 
enough,  however,  to  achieve  that 
radical  renewal  of  society  which  is 
so  dearly  needed.  The  necessary 
steps  should  be  taken,  I  would 
suggest,  in  an  atmosphere  of  calm 
and  trust  and  in  a  spirit  of  dia¬ 
logue  and  hope.  There  is  much  to 
be  done  in  the  home,  in  schools 
and  in  every  part  of  our  life  and 
work  together.  Parents,  teachers, 
;  communicator  those  in 
public  anfi  political  life,  all  have 
shared  responsibility  to  discover 
new  hope  and  a  better  way.  ■ 
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Paul  Vallely  on  the  need  for  more  western  help  to  rebnild  Cambodia 


Eight  years  ago  today  the 
Vietnamese  army  entered 
Phnom  Penh,  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  capital,  and  ended 
one  of  the  most  brutal  regimes  of 
this  century. 

The  a  trod  lies  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Pol  Pot  bore  compari¬ 
son  with  those  of  Hitler’s 
Germany.  In  three  years  of  fanati¬ 
cal  socialism  as  much  as  one 
quarter  of  the  country’s  popula¬ 
tion  is  now  thought  to  have 
perished.  Some  half  million  were 
butchered  in  the  horrific  killing 
fields  but  many  more  died  of  the 
disease  and  starvation  which  was 
the  deliberate  legacy  of  the  Khmer 
Rouge's  attempt  to  return  its 
people  to  the  countryside  and  to  a 
world  untainted  by  modem  medi¬ 
cine,  education  or  technology. 

The  result,  as  the  invading  army 
revealed  to  international  scrutiny, 
was  that  more  than  half  this  fertile 
landscape  lay  uncultivated  and  the 
population  was  devastated  by  a 
man-made  famine  of  unprece¬ 
dented  proportions.  The  world 
responded  with  a  flood  of  aid,  on  a 
scale  which  has  since  been  sur¬ 
passed  only  by  that  to  Ethiopia. 
And  yet  eight  years  later,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  recent  high-level  mission 
of  assessment  by  Oxfem,  life  is  not 
much  better  for  the  hapless 
Cambodians. 

"People  are  just  camped  out 
amid  the  ruins  of  the  wrecked 
capital,*  says  Paddy  Coulter, 
Oxfem’s  director  of  information, 
who  dearly  regards  the  sight  as  a 
metaphor  for  the  national  con¬ 
dition.  He  tells  of  levels  of  infant 
mortality  unparalleled  in  Asia  and 
of  rates  of  child  malnutrition 
similar  to  those  in  Ethiopia. 
Agriculture  has  not  attained  pre¬ 
war  production  levels  and  the 
country  is  still  not  self  sufficient  in 
rice,  the  staple  food.  The  half 
million  people  in  Phnom  Penh' 
still  use  a  water  supply  contami¬ 
nated  with  raw  sewage: 

“Everywhere  we  were  bom¬ 
barded  with  requests  for  assis¬ 
tance  -  for  spare  parts  for  their 
broken  down  Leyland  lorries,  for 
replacement  equipment  from 
Mackies  in  Belfast  for  the  jute 
factories,  for  spares  for  the  water 
pumps  which  are  crudal  for 
getting  a  dry  season  crop,  for  large- 
scale  technical  assistance  to  build 
roads,  bridges,  hospitals —the  type 
of  tied  aid  the  British  government 
is  normally  so  keen  on  giving  Yet 
there  is  not  one  penny  of  official 
British  money  going  into  the 
country,  and  it  is  the  only  one  in 
the  world  that  does  not  have  a 
United  Nations  development 
programme.” 

The  harsh  feet  is  that  the  people 
of  Cambodia  live  on  an  ideologi¬ 
cal  faultline  along  which  the  power 
plates  of  China,  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  US  and  the  countries  of  the 
ETC  all  grind  with  stony  indif¬ 
ference.  In  a  world  where  aid  is  a 
function  of  political  and  strategic 
interests,  everyone  at  the  moment 
can  afford  to  take  a  hard  line  on 
Cambodia. 

Because  the  current  Heng 
Samrin  government  in  Phnom 
Penh  is  maintained  by  a  foreign 
army  of  occupation,  the  People’s 
Republic  of  Kampuchea  is  not 
recognized  by  most  countries  and, 
consequently,  it  does  not  have  a 
place  at  the  United  Nations. 
Instead  the  national  seat  is  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  representative  of 
Democratic  Kampuchea,  a  coal¬ 
ition  of  anti-government  guerrillas 
led  by  the  former  head  of  state. 
Prince  Sihanouk,  but  whose  prin¬ 
cipal  strength  comes  from  the 
30.000  rump  of  Pol  Pot's  Khmer 
Rouge.  The  coalition  controls  only 
[he  camps  just  across  the  frontier 
in  Thailand  which  contain  some 
7so,000  Cambodian  refugees,  but

it  was  to  this  official  body  that  the 
entirety  of  Britain’s  £1.3  million 
aid  went  last  year. 

The  British  government  has  no 
illusions  about  the  nature  of  the 
coalition  which  “with  the  greatest 
reluctance”  it  supports  at  the  UN. 
This  year  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mons  Select  Committee  on  For¬ 
eign  Affairs  visited  the  region  and 
concluded  that  the  camps  were  “in 
effect,  rear  base  camps  for  support 
for  the  Khmer  Rouge”  and  asked 
if  the  government  was  happy  that 
UN  resources  were  partly  devoted 
to  feeding  the  estimated  40,000 
guerrillas.  The  Foreign  Office 
acknowledged  its  scepticism  at  the 
Khmer  Rouge’s  claims,  that  it  had 
changed  either  its  philosophy  (it 
says  it  is  now  pro-capitalist)  or  its 
techniques.  Aid  workers  in  the 
region  confirm  that  inhabitants  of 
the  camps  are  terrorized  by  groups 
of  thugs  headed  by  Son  Sen,  who 
was  in  charge  of  Pol  Pot’s  murder¬ 
ous  security  apparatus. 

The  reality  is  that,  in  a  power 
struggle  between  the  Soviet- 
backed  Vietnamese  and  the  Chi¬ 
nese-backed  Khmer  Rouge,  the 
West  chooses  the  position  most 
likely  to  maintain  instability  along 
the  Sino-Soviet  flank.  Aid  from 
the  major  Western  donors  fell 
from  S305  million  in  1974  to  $0-2 
million  in  1980.  The  consequence 
for  the  Cambodian  people  is  that 
recovery  from  the  horrors  of  the 
Pol  Pot  era  is  painfully  slow. 

“There  is  some  progress  but  the 
situation  is  very  bad,”  said  one 
senior  international  aid  worker. 
“The  country  still  suffers  badly 
from  the  effects  of  the  American 
bombing.”  (During  the  Vietnam 
war  US  planes  dropped  750  per 
cent  more  explosive  on  Cambodia 
than  was  dropped  on  Britain 
throughout  the  Second  World 
War).  “The  roads  are  some  of  the 
worst  in  the  world.  The  Pol  Pot 
regime  destroyed  the  technical 
i  nfrastruciure;  only  45  doctors,  ten 
agronomists  and  three  architects 
survived  the  massacres.  Today 
there  are  only  about  300  tccfi- 
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nocrats  who  run  the  country.  They 
are  very  overworked.  They  have 
established  new  training  pro¬ 
grammes  but,  in  agriculture,  for 
example,  the  first  students  will  not 
graduate  until  1990.” 

The  limited  progress  is  slowed 
still  further  by  the  feet  that  first 
priority  for  resources  is  given  to 
the  war  against  the  guerrillas.  The 
coalition  forces  lost  control  of 
most  territory  during  the  1984/85 
campaign  by  the  Vietnamese  army 
but  one  of  their  leadens  says  their 
hit-and-run  tactics  could  tie  down 
200,000  Vietnamese  troops. 

There  is  an  irony  in  this,  for  the 
Vietnamese  have  declared  their 
intention  of  withdrawing  by  1990 
and  privately  say  that  they  would 
like  to  get  out  sooner.  Inter¬ 
national  observers  say  there  is 
evidence  of  that 

One  high-ranking  west¬ 
erner  in  Phnom  Penh 
told  me:  “They  are  cur¬ 
rently  constructing  a 
kind  of  Magfoot  Line  along  the 
border,  clearing  the  bush  and 
erecting  fortifications.  They  are 
educating  a  local  communist  elite 
and  have  introduced  conscription 
in  an  attempt  to  build  an  indig¬ 
enous  army.  Though  they  refuse  to 
deal  with  what  they  call  the  Pol 
Pot  dique  they  have  recently 
agreed  to  talk  to  Sihanouk,  which 
is  a  substantial  concession.  It  all 
points  to  a  desire  to  get  out.” 

Security  was  poor  inside  Cam¬ 
bodia  during  1982  and  again  at  the 
beginning  of  1986  as  the  guerrillas 
—  thought  to  be  getting  extra 
money  from  Peking  —  set  out  to 
prove  that  they  coukl  stay  active 
with  longer  supply  lines  despite 
the  new  border  fortifications.  But 
in  recent  months  aid  officials  say 
that  they  have  been  able  to  move 
freely,  though  Soviet  aid  workers 
remain  cautious  after  being  se¬ 
lected  as  particular  targets. 

Soviet  aid  to  Cambodia  is 
thoughi  to  run  at  some  $100 
million  a  year,  concentrated  on 
roads,  textiles  and  other  major 


projects  which  in  many  countries 
would  be  financed  by  the  World 
Bank.  East  Germany,  the  second 
biggest  foreign  donor,  is  potting 
about  $5m  annually  into  hospitals 
and  the  telephone  system.  The  rest 
of  the  aid  comes  from  voluntary 
agendes* such  as  Oxfam,  which 
finds  itself  engaged  in  major 
projects  normally  beyond  its  re¬ 
sources  —  among  them'  de¬ 
contaminating  the  capital's  water 
system  and  refurbishing  a  jute 
sack  factory. 

“There  are  some  real  success 
stories,”  said  Bjorn  Oklaeus,  until 
recently  the  Phnom  Penh  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Unicef,  the  UN 
children’s  fund,  whose  more  flex¬ 
ible  mandate  -allowed  it  to  work 
under  the  non-recognized  gov¬ 
ernment.  “The  restoration  of 
education  has  been  remarkable. 
People  wanted  primary  schools 
and  were  prepared  to  build  them 
themselves,  so  Unicef  provided  60 . 
per  cent  of  the  materials.  Fifty 
thousand  teachers  have  been 
trained  in  five  years.  There  has 
also  been  great  progress  in  basic 
health  care,  with  1,400  health 
centres  established  and  8,000  peo¬ 
ple  trained. 

“But  progress  has  been  greatly- 
slowed  by  the  halt  to  western 
technological  aid.  It  was  as  if  the 
clock  stopped  in  1973.  The  coun¬ 
try  missed  the- green  revolution 
and  developments  in  primary 
health  care  like  immunization  and 
oral  rehydration  therapy.  A 
comparatively  small  amount  of 
money  —  say  $2  miIlion  —  could 
bring  about  a  tremedous  improve¬ 
ment  in  children’s  health.”  ■ 

In  agriculture,  a  bad.  harvest  in 

1984  led  to  a  sharp  increase  in 
malnutrition,  and  although  the 

1985  harvest  was  good  (and  the 
signs  are  that  this,  year’s  has  been 
satisfactory)  the  socialist  policy  of 
forcing  farmers  to  sell  a  propor¬ 
tion  of  their  grain  to  the  state  at 
low  prices  seems  to  be.  having 
some  disincentive  effect 

“That  could,  be  changed  if  the 
West  were  to  exert  influence 
through  giving  aid,”  said  one 
senior  relief  worker.  “This  is  a 
very  pragmatic  government 
Though  it  may  teach  its  politics  in 
Vietnamese  and  its  agriculture  in 
Russian  it  teaches  its  medicine  in 
French.  The  West  still  has  the 
chance  to  strike  a  deal  to  train  the 
next  generation  of  technocrats  and 
educate  them  in  our  ways.  The 
Cambodians  are  open  to  that  But 
if  we  persist  in  our  policy  of 
isolation  much  longer  that  chance 
could  be  gone  for  ever.” 
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away 
from  them  all 


“There  were  500  of  us  on  this 

deserted  beach,”  a  postman  once 
told  me  after  returning  from 
Corfu.  “The  toor  operator  took  us 
to  this  unspoilt  bix  on  tire  other- 
side  of  the  island  and  laid  on  > 
barbeque.” 

Mass  tourism  is  easfiy  mocked:

people  on  ft.  Yet  we  read  v«y  few 

aft^rint  osi  tourism  in  the  press. 
This  is  partly  because  newspapers 
want  to  attract  advertising  from 
the  .  holiday  companies.  To  that 
end*  and  egif-iany  at  this  time  of 
year,  when  many  people  book 
their  summer  holidays,  a  plethora 
of  articles  appears  about  the  .joys 
of  tourism.  But  it  is  mainly 
because  to  attack  mass  tourism 
looks  undemocratic.  How  intol¬ 
erable  ft  would  be  to  deny  to  the 
maw  of  people  what  the  few  have 
for  long  bad  the  chance  to  enjoy, 

'  indndzng  the  beaches  of  Gotfu. 

So  instead  of  admitting  that 
there  b  a  very  strong  case  to  be 
maite  against  mass  tourism,  we 
simply  tty  to  avoid  it.  We  do  not 
go  to  places  which  are  touristy. 
Like  my  postman,  we  prefer  places 
which  are  deserted,  or  as  near 
deserted  as  possible.  The  best 
thing  we  can  report  of  a  place  is 
that  there  were  no  tourists  about. 

“We  went  to  this  finle  village 
fifteen  miles  inland  where  Smith- 
Mini  cent,  the  famous  traveller, 
has  retired.  He  had  us  up  for 
drinks.  Have  you  read  his  books?' 
Unfortunately  the  Germans  have 
just  found  out  about  him — they’re 
starting  to  arrive  in  droves,  ail 
with  copies  of  South-Mfllicent’s 
The  Unknown  Hellas  in  their 
rucksacks-  But  we  still  managed  to 
get  away  from  them.” 

By  “we”  I  mean  “we  ivory 
tourists”. 

Our  characteristic  is  to  cut 
ourselves  off  on  Ivory  Tours  from 
the  so-called  mass  tourists.  We 
would  no  more  go  on  their  lands 
of  holidays  than  we  would  choose 
to  live  in  their  kinds  of  bouses  or 
semi  our  children  to  their  kinds  of 
schools.  These  things  are  all  right 
{brothers,  but  notior  us.  Not  only 
can  they  not  afford,  they  probably 
do  not  know  better. 

But  not  everyone  can  be  an 
ivory  tourist,  any  more*  than 
everyone  can  have  a  mansion  in 
Hampstead,  or  a  cottage  in  the 
Lakes,  or  indeed  a  seal  in  the 
House  of  Lords.  In  such  cases, 
there  are  only  two  choices:  that 
some  should  have  these  tilings,  or 
none.  When  everyone  has  them, 
they  vanish,  or  cease  to  be  worth 
having.  One  year  Turkish  Arme¬ 
nia  is  a  select  destination,  the  next 
it  has  been  invaded  by  the  masses, 

who  greatly  change  Turkish  Arme¬ 
nia  as  much  as  Spain,  say,  has 
already  changed.  . 

The  ivory  tourists  arc  driven  to 
desperate  measures.  Ivory  tours 
are  made  to  more  and  more 
remote  spots.  Just  before  Christ¬ 
mas.  a  journalist  wrote  to  me 
about  an  expedition  to  the  Sahara 
Desert  on  which  he  was  going.  Ihe 
trip  is  the  “inaugural”  of  a  new 
holiday  travel  firm.

Fanners  are  not  like  the  rest  of  us 
When  their  ,  machines  or  vehicles 
break  down  they  don't  get  them 
mended  or  replaced  in  the  normal 
way,  they  put  them  in  their  yard  or 
even  leave  them  out  in  the  field, 
making  a  mental  note  to  get  them 
repaired  some  time.  Bui  they 
never  get  round  to  it,  which  is  why 
most  farmyards  look  like  badly 
maintained  museums  of  farm 
machinery,  or  forgotten  carparks. 

_  My  cousin  Laurence,  a  Scottish 
farmer,  noticed  this  long  ago.  He 
also  noticed  that  when  retiring 
farmers  have  a  sefiing-up  sale, 
which  in  Scotland  is  called  a  roup 
or  displenishmeat  safe,  other 
formers  very  often  come  along  to 
put  their  sniff  up  for  auction  as 
well.  So,  as  cousin  Laurence  told 
me  at  Hogmanay  over  a  small 
dram  of  blended  bailey  produce, 
he  decided  that  something  should- . 
be  done  about  this  treasury  of 
secondhand  but  for  from  useless 
form  machinery.  The  trouble  was 
that  a  farmer  with  something  to.' 
get  rid  oC  or  in  need  of  something, 
had  no  idea  how  to  find  a  buyer  or' 
seller.  This  is  where  Laurence’s 
bright  Idea  came  in.  ' 

“If  s  called  Crumbs  —  Comput¬ 
erized  Register  of  Used  Machin¬ 
ery,  Buyers  and  Sellers,”  he 
explained.  “Most  of  the  initial 
effort  went  into  devising  a  catchy 
name,  then  I  started  to  compile  a 
list  on  my  computer  of  all  the  - 
machines  offered  for  sale  by  my 
neighbours,” 

One  reason  such  a  scheme  is 
needed  is  that  spare  parts  for  farm 
machinery  are  very  expensive, 
and  it’s  often  cheaper  to  buy  an 
entire  secondhand  machine  just  - 
for  one  part  from  it  than  to  buy  the 
part  alone,  first-hand.  .

Schools  manifesto 

■From  the  ltireclor  of  Education,

Sir,  If  your  mam  article  of 
December  29  is  any  glide,  fee 
Hflteate  Group  (Whose  Schools?  A 
Radical  Mangesto)  is  like  others 
of  fee  same  2k,  strong  on  rhetoric 
and  invective  at  the  expense  of 
fects  and  rational  argument 

In  my  own  authority  school 
timetables  look  very  much  like 
they  did  10  years  ago  and  what 
evidence  exists  suggests  that  stan¬ 
dards  have  risen  rather  than  the 
reverse.  Moreover,  it  is  not  the 
loony  left  or  wishy-washy  Kberals 
who  have  heralded  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  GCSE,  different 
methods  of  assessment  and 
experiential  learning:  rather  it  is 
those  pillars  of  the  establishment, 
such  as  the  CBI  and  the  last 
Secretary  of  State,  Sir  Keith 
Joseph. 

On  the  basis  of  my  experience 
here  in  fee  north  of  England  there 
is  no  widespread  left-wing  plot  to 
subvert  the  curriculum  and  indoc¬ 
trinate  young  people:  The  greatest 
safeguard  in  my  authority  against 
such  dangers  is  fee  local  borough 
council  and  not  smne  rather  vagne 
Government-sponsored  trust 
answerable  to  no  one.  There  are 
enormous  dangers  in  trying  to 
legislate  for  the  whole  of  the 
country  on  the  basis  of  the 
activities  of  a  small  minority  of 


local  education  authorities, 
mainly  in  the  London  area. 

What  makes  the  present  tide  of 
abuse,  fanned  by  ministers  in  fee 
Department  of  Education  and 
Science,  hard  to  take  is  that  so 
very  few  of  the  critics  have  any 
direct  experience  of  local 
authority  schools.  Few,  if  any  of 
them  attended  such  schools  and  I 
suspect  even  fewer  send  their 
diiMiqi  to  them. 

I  contrast  that  wife  the  feet  feat 
the  10  most  senior  officers  in  my 
own  department  and  the  chairman 
and  vice-chairman  of  the  Roth¬ 
erham  Education  Committee  have 
between  them  had,  or  are  cur¬ 
rently  haying,  over  30  children 
educated  in  our  local  schools.  We 
have  a  very  real  vested  as  well  as 
professional  interest  in  seeing  our 
schools  flourish. 

To  try  and  undermine  con¬ 
fidence  m  fee  public  education 
system  is  no  less  an  act  of 
vandalism  because  it  is  done  by 
those  on  fee  extreme  right  rather 
than  fee  left  of  fee  political 
spectrum.

Per¬ 
haps  fee  one  difference  between  it 
and  fee  other  boats,  namely  that 
its  hull  is  built  of  glass  fibre  and 
theirs  of  aluminium,  should  be 
examined. 

It  is  well  known  to  aircraft 
designers  feat  a  relatively  thin 
metal  skin  supported  by  formers 
(bulkheads)  and  stringers  is  liable 
to  distortion  of  fee  skis  panels 
bounded  by  the  formers  and 
stringers,  and  the  distortion  win 
change  with  fee  load  of  the 
structure.  This  departure  from  the 
perfect  shape  over  a  large  area  in 
contact  wife  the  water  will  disturb 


fee  water  in  fee  boundary  layer, 
causing  increased  drag  or  water 
resistance. 

In  contrast  a  glass  fibre  hull  has 
a  thicker  sirm  and  few  internal 
structural  members  and  will  there¬ 
fore  be  perfectly  faired  as  manu¬ 
factured,  and  will  retain  its  correct 
shape  when  under  load.  Other 
things  being  equal,  fee  glass  fibre¬ 
hulled  yacht  will  therefore  be 
faster. 

In  the  next  America's  Cnp  races 
we  may  expect  that  the  hulls  wiU 
all  be  built  of  glass  fibre,  or 
perhaps  of  aluminum  sandwich 
construction.

Where  the  public 
fails  the  NHS 

From  Mr  D.  L.  Crosby 
Sir.  Does  fee  NHS  get  fee  support 
»  deserves  from  the  great  British 
public?  I  believe  feat  there  are  at 
least  three  areas  in  which  it  does 
not. 

First,  fee  frequency  wife  which 
patients  fail  to  keep  arranged 
appointments,  both  as  outpatients 
and  for  admission  to  hospizaL 
Many  patients  on  long  waiting 
lists  have  deferred  feeir  admission 
on  frequent  occasions.  This  cer¬ 
tainly  adds  to  fee  of 

running  hospitals  efficiently. 

Second,  vandalism  and  theft  are 
widespread  in  our  hospitals.  Basic 
materials  and  all  manner  of 

equipment  disappear  in  consid¬ 
erable  quantities.  Security  is 
expensive  and  difficult  to  achieve 
if  open  access  for  patients  and 
their  visitors  is  to  be  maintained 
It  is  hard  to  estimate  the  loss  of 
money  which  occurs  and  is 
thereby  diverted  from  patient 
care. 

Third,  so  much  of  the  work  of 
fee  medical  profession  is  now 
preoccupied  with  fee  treatment  of 
self-inflicted  diseases  involving 
tobacco,  alcohol  and  drugs,  as  well 
as  obesity  and  Aids;  it  might  well 
be  possible  to  cope  with  non- 
preventable  naturally  occurring 
disease  quite  easily  wife  existing 
resources  were  it  not  for  these 
added  problems. 

I  believe  that  the  public  should 
be  made  more  aware  —  over  and 
above  its  tax  contributions — of  its 
potential  contribution  to  a 
successful  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice.

Benefit  for  disabled 

From  the  Minister  qf  State  for 
Social  Security  and  ihe  Disabled 

Sir,  I  cannot  let  fee  letter  from  Mr 
AA.  Aston  of  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  (December 
30)  pass  without  comment  since  it 
may  mislead  your  readers  about 
fee  Government's  intentions  to¬ 
wards  disabled  people  in  fee  social 
security  reforms  from  April,  1988. 

We  now  have  updated  estimates 
of  the  number  of  severely  disabled 
people  Irving  independently  in  fee 
community  and  1  have  set  out 
revised  proposals  to  assist  them 
which  I  will  discuss  wife 
organisations  representing  dis¬ 
abled  people  (including  fee  RNIB) 
in  January. 

Under  fee  new  proposals  an 
estimated  7,000  people  would 
receive  fee  severe  disability  pre¬ 
mium,  to  be  set  at  the  same  rate  as 
invalid  care  allowance — currently 


£23.25  a  week.  On  this  basis,  the 
premium  will  cost  about  £8mil- 
lion  a  year  compared  wife  £lmfl- 
lion  a  year  spent  on  the  domestic 
assistance  addition  it  is  designed 
to  replace,  and  which  is  received  at 
present  by  about  3,000  people  (90 
per  cent  of  whom  receive  amounts 
of  £10  a  week  or  less).  That 
represents  a  substantial  improve¬ 
ment  for  many  severely  disabled 
people. 

Mr  Aston  also  called  on  the 
Government  to  provide  full 
protection  to  prevent  disabled 
claimants  from  being  left  worse  off 
than  they  are  under  existing 
benefit  arrangements.  We  have 
repeatedly  made  dear  feat  transi¬ 
tional  arrangements  will  ensure 
that  everyone  whose  weekly  en¬ 
titlement  under  the  Income  Sup¬ 
port  scheme  turns  out  to  be  less 
than  feeir  weekly  income  under 
the  supplementary  benefit  scheme 
ax  April,  1988  will  continue  to 
receive  the  higher  amount-  This 


applies  to  all  claimants  whether 
disabled  or  dol  Moreover,  for  the 
very  small  number  who  receive 
extensive  help  by  way  of  the 
domestic  assistance  addition  and 
who  may  need  such  protection, 
fee  amount  will  be  uprated  there¬ 
after  to  maintain  its  value. 

The  Government  policy  re¬ 
mains  to  direct  more  resources  to 
disabled  people.  The  illustrative 
figures  in  fee  new  Income  Support 
gfhemp  from  April,  1988,  show 
that  there  will  be  an  increase  of 
over  £50million  a  year  in  weekly 
support  This  is  in  addition  to  a 
real  increase  in  spending  on  fee 
rick  and  disabled  of  around  30  per 
cent  since  1979.

“EXPROPRIATION” 
AND  ANARCHISTS. 

THE  MOVEMENT  IN  LONDON. 

(FROM  A  CORRESPONDENT.) 

The  question  whether  the 
Houndsditeh  murderers  were  or 
were  not  Anarchists  is  bound  to 
give  rise  to  muda  debate,  in  spite  of 
the  official  assurances  to  the 
contrary. 

It  may  be  weS  to  state  the  views 
of  Anarchists  themselves  on  the 
matter.  “The  different  groups  that 
are  united  in  the  International 
Federation  do  not  approve  of  acts 
such  as  those  of  the  Houndsditeh 
murderers,”  said  of  the  most 
influential  Russian  leaders.  He 
added;- 

So  far  as  we  can  judge,  either 
from  the  published  or  the 

photograph  printed,  they  were 
certainly  not  members  of  our 
in  Jpbflce-street.  The  police  tell  us 
that  they  attended  our  meetings. 
That  may  be  so,  and  it  is  possible 
that  they  belonged  to  one  of  the 
Lettish  groups,  which  work  inde¬ 
pendently,  apparently  preferring  to 
keep  themselves  aloof  from  other 
Anarchists  here.  The  Houndsditeh 


act  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  a 
number  of  “expropriations”  which 
took  place  in  Russia  during  the 
revolutionary  movement,  and 
which  were  afterwards  condemned 

onrl  riiywrr»gfri  by  the  AnnrrhrStJ) 

themselves.  The  murderers  were 
young,  little  more  than  boys;  and  it 
was  usually  young  fellows  who  were 
caught  up  in  the  “expropriation" 
movement  in  Russia.  It  would  not 


be  ataD  surprising  if  these  men  had 
been  to  our  chib  meetings  or 
lectures,  had  come  in  contact  with 
a  Russian  police  agent  provocateur 
there,  and  had  been  urged  on  by 
him  to  do  what  they  did,  in  order  to 
help  rob  us  of  our  homes  in  the  last 
country  open  to  the  political 
refugee.  Similar  work  has  been 
dime  by  Russian  police  agents  in 
Belgium,  in  Paris  and  elsewhere 
during  the  past  few  years,  as  we 
know.  But  Anarchists  as  a  whole 
are  now  against  private  expropria 
turn,  for  we  realize  the  harm  it  has 
done  us. 

THE  ANARCHIST  CLUBS. 

A  closer  survey  of  Anarchism 
here  may  help  to  shed  some  light 
on  the  matter.  As  was  told  in  a 
previous  article  the  movement  in 
London  principally  centres  around 
two  dubs,  one  in  the  East-end 
(temporarily  closed)  and  one  in  the 
West  These  dubs  are  the  meeting 
place  for  several  groups,  mostly 
composed  of  foreign  Jews,  usually 
Russian  Jewish  tailors. 

The  distinctly  foreign  character 
of  most  of  the  groups  has  been  a 
heavy  handicap  in  attempting  to 
attract  the  English  working  man. 
“Our  position  is  often  made  diffi¬ 
cult  by  the  fact  that  we  are 
foreigners,”  said  Rocker,  one  of  the 
leaders.  From  Leeds,  where  the 
growth  of  the  tailoring  trade  has 
given  the  Anarchists  a  chance,  the 
complaint  comes  that  as  a  result  of 
the  group  being  Yiddish,  the 
Rpgfah  will  not  come  in.  Some 
four  years  ago  it  was  officially 
stated  that  there  were  seven  pro¬ 
vincial  Anarchist  groups.  The 
number  is  about  the  same  now. 

These  are  the  orthodox  Anar¬ 
chists,  treasuring  their  orthodoxy 
and  regarding  ah  others  as  mere 
careless  revolutionists.  They  have 
no  central  governing  organization, 
but  in  1907 an  international  bureau 
was  established  to  act  as  a  centre  of  | 
communication  between  the  differ¬ 
ent  groups.  The  bureau  was  estab¬ 
lished  after  a  conference  at 
Amsterdam.  Its  headquarters  are 
in  London,  at  Stepney-green. 

What  is  the  aim  of  these 
different  bodies?  They  describe 
themselves  as  the  revolutionary 
forces  of  militant  federalism.  They 
openly  declare  themselves  Terror¬ 
ists,  and  they  have  been  behind 
most  European  upheavals,  outside 
of  Turkey,  from  the  Paris  Com¬ 
mune  to  to-day.  They  make  no 
secret  of  the  fact  they  regard  the 
appeal  to  physical  force  as  legiti¬ 
mate.  To  quote  from  their  own 
official  document,  the  “Resolu¬ 
tions  passed  at  the  Amsterdam 
Anarchist  Congress,  Amsterdam, 
1907”:- 

Dnring  revolutionary  periods, 
such  as  the  present  one  in  Rifflsia, 
for  instance,  terrorism  —  apart 
from  its  psychological  character  — 
serves  a  twofold  purpose:  it  under¬ 
mines  the  very  foundations  of  j 
tyranny  and  kindles  in  the  timid 
the  divine  fire  of  revolt  Especially 
b  tins  the  case  where  the  terroris¬ 
tic  activity  is  directed  against  the 
most  brutal  and  hated  agents  ofj 
depotism 


THE  RIGHT  OF  REBELLION.” 

The  same  congress  declared 
itself  in  favour  of  the  right  of, 
rebellion  on  the  part  of  the 
individual,  as  well  as  on  that  of  the 
mawa.  The  “right  of  rebellion  on 
the  part  of  fee  individual”  covers 
whatever  fee  individual  pleases  to 
do.  Hie  great  majority  of  Anar¬ 
chists  are  avowed  atheists . . .

Transmitted  at  the 
start  of  the  International  Year 
of  Shelter  for  the  Homeless, 
Peter  Kosmfasky’s  documen¬ 
tary  for  First  Tuesday  was  like 

a  cold  magnifying  glass 

pressed  against  the  streets  of 
Manhattan,  where  there  are 
now  more  homeless  than  in  the 
Great  Depression.  The  city 
which  once  welcomed  im¬ 
migrants  with  outstretched 
arms  has  not  proved  so  hos¬ 
pitable  to  its  home-grown 
refugees. 

“Ronald  Reagan  believes 
these  people  are  here  by 
choice”,  fumed  one  exas¬ 
perated  volunteer  worker, 
“and  Hwt  they  eon  pull  them¬ 
selves  Bp  by  their  bootstraps. 
But  when  you  have  no  boots 
you  can't  pull  yourself  up.” 
Not  tint  the  actual  conditions 
of  fife  were  as  squalid  as  in 
London  (or,  for  that  matin, 
Lima,  where  much  of  the 
population  lives  without  a 
ready  water-supply  in  rusb- 
mattzng  hntsX  The  squalor  lay 
in  the  contrast  between  the  old 
woman  surrounded  by  shop¬ 
ping-bags  —  which  contained 
all  her  possessions  —  and  the 
Gmousme  collecting  its  pas¬ 
senger  from  Tiffany's. 

For  those  who  can  brave  the 
routine  murder  and  theft,  there 
are  the  dty  shelters  — 
regimen  tated  rows  of  beds 
resembling  a  cemetery  bom 
the  air.  **¥1115  is  it”,  said  (me 
mother  (it  is  a  fondly  problem 
too},  “this  is  my  home.”  Or,  in 
a  metropolis  where  cheap  flats 
cost  $1,500  per  mouth,  there 
are  the  makeshift  squats  on 
Lower  East  Side.  Or,  most 
depressing  of  all,  the  hotels 
around  42nd  Street  where 
Kathy  Wilson  cooks  illegally 
in  a  room  shared  with  her 
three  children.  She  has  lived 
here  a  year.  If  she  fives  here 
any  longer  *W  go  crazy,  plain 
and  staple”.  Halfway  through 
the  interview  she  has  to  stop 
and  be  sick. 

Those  who  do  not  make  it 
end  up  in  pme  coffins  on  an 
island  east  of  the  Bronx.  Each 
grave  is  home  to  a  thousand 
coffins.  For  many  it  is  the  only 
home,  and  the  only  commu¬ 
nity,  they  wifi  have  known. 
Their  names  are  scribbled  on 
the  side  by  prisoners.  “Faho- 
ren”,  shouted  the  overseer.  In 
tiie  nick  of  time  he  stopped  it 
from  being  misspelled.

Up  in  the  lift  to  tiie  top  of 
the  Hyde  Park  Hotel 
there  is  time  to  contem¬ 
plate  what  people  have 
said  about  Gene  Hack- 
man.  “A  poor  man’s  Marlon 
Brando  with  a  face  like  a  man¬ 
handled  melon  and  waiter’s, feet" 
“Too  nice  a  guy”  (for  his  part  in  The 
French  Connection  -  he  was  the 
seventh  choice).  “An  overnight 
success  sioiy  that  took  20  years  to 
write”  (after  his  Oscar  fw  that  part). 
“A  four-star  homogenized  all- 
American  pain  in  the  posterior” 
(presumably  a  result  of  his  sub¬ 
sequent  success  in  films  like  Scare¬ 
crow  and  The  Conversation). 

In  the  corridor,  stretching  away 
like  the  view  through  the  wrong  end 
of  a  telescope,  there  is  just  time  to 
moll  over  what  he  has  said  about 
himself  “You  can’t  be  Mr  Nice  Guy 
and  get  people's  attention.”  “One 
morning  the  bubble  wifi  burst  and 
people  will  say  "Gene  Who?”

me.  I  thought  I  could  get  away  from 
authority.”  He  found  himself  in 
China  as  Shanghai  fen  to  the 
Communists  (“down  to  the  YMCA 
and  the  local  whorehouse  was  the 
extent  of  my  experience  of  the 
country”)  and  with  two  broken  legs 
after  a  motor  bike  accident  in 
Korea.  By  the  age  of20  he  was  a  dis¬ 
charged  veteran,  without  much 
confidence  —  “But  with  a  great  and 
terrible  need  to  express  myself!  I 
couldn't  do  it  in  words,  so  I  got 
involved  in  the  theatre.” 

It  was  a  dismal  time  and  he 
lacked  encouragement  “It  was  10 


years  before  I  got  a  job.  A  humbting 
experience.”  At  the  Pasadena  Play¬ 
house  he  and  Dustin  Hoffman  were 
judged  “the  two  least  likely  to 
succeed”.  With  Robert  Duvall  he 
would  do  a  round  of  agents, 
tiptoeing  to  their  offices  and  shding 
a  photo  and  c.v.  under  their  doors. 
“It  was  totally  made  up”,  he  says, 
re-enacting  the  movement  with  his 
menu  under  the  coffee-table. 

“My  first  part  was  to  replace 
someone  who  had  gotten  sick  at  the 
theatre  where  Dusty  was  the  dish¬ 
washer.  I  think  I  got  him  the  job.” 
(Hoffman  later  repaid  this  by

It  has  been  six  years  since  Bill

During  this  week  and  next, 
Coppelia  makes  up  the  bulk  of 
Sadler's  Wells  Royal  Ballet’s 
programmes  in  its  home  the¬ 
atre,  interspersed  with  a  few 
performances  of  shorter  works 
old  and  new.

Masterful  vintage  farce 


So  far,  the  Ben  Travers  revival 
I  has  been  limited  to  his  prewar 
long-runners.  But  Spotted 
£)  tot  had  the  bad  luck  to  arrive 
during  tiie  phoney  war  and 
dos$d  after  nine  perfor¬ 
mances.  It  has  been  left  to 
Watfordto  make  long  overdue 
amends  to  a  vintage  force  cut 
off  in  its  prime.  A  sequel  to 
Banana  Ridge,  it  was  another 
piece  for  the  Alfred  Drayton- 
Robertson  Hare  team.  Travers 
summed  up  Drayton  up  as  “a 
big.  raucous  man  admirably 
equipped  to  pursue  the  popu¬ 
lar  pastime  ofbuflyjng  Bunny 
Hare”,  And,  as  revivals  of 
both  plays  confirm,  their 
comic  relationship  is  a  good 
deal  easier  for  later  actors  to 
evoke  than  the  previous  Tom 
Walls-Ralph  Lynn  routines. 

Spotted  Dick  is  a  force  in  the 
sporting  and  gambling  genre 
to  which  we  have  lately  been 
reintroduced  in  the  Lyttelton 
revival  of  Tons  of  Money. 
These  plays  occupy  a  world  of 
iron  sexual  propriety  and  wild 
financial  licence,  unmasking 
the  lust  of  respectable  people 
to  cheat  their  way  into  mil¬ 
lions  if  only  they  knew  how. 

Travers’s  piece  is  vastly 
superior  to  Tons  of  Money, 
partly  because  the  author  does 
understand  cash  no  matter 
how  clueless  Ms  characters 
maybe.

Plumb'S  little  problem  is  the 
disappearance  of  the  family 
jewels  which  his  daughter  is 
due  to  inherit  He  has  staked 
them  on  die  horses.  Unknown 
to  him,  his  gambling  wife  has 
also  handed  them  over  to  a 
night-dub  owner.  Not  only 
that  she  also  founders  their 
disappearance  by  staging  a 
mode  break-in,  not  realizing 
that  her  husband's  creditor, 
Charlie,  will  go  ahead  and 
claim  the  insurance. 

That  you  might  think, 
would  be  material  enough  for 
the  plot  But  before  the  first 
act  is  over  die  confesses  afl, 
and  this  is  merely  a  prelude  to 
-the  real  business  of  disentan¬ 
gling  the  mess.  As  the  action 
moves  into  the  timbered 
underworld  of  Maidenhead, 
there  are  echoes  of  Tfiark  and 


Rookery  Nook.  But  there  is  no 
slackening  of  comic  energy, 
and  the  in«n  relationship 
between  Plumb  and  Qiarfie  is 
a  wonderful  demonstration  of 
Travers’s  iiftfong  devotion  to 
bullies  and  victims.

hr  international  markets,  with 
all  that  means  for  jobs  and 
lack  of  economic  growth. 

“It  is  also  essential  that 
Britain  has  a  thriving  IT 
industry,  able  to  compere 
successfully  in  the  multi-bil- 
tion  pound  market  for  IT 
products,  which  is  growing  at 
more  than  10  percent  a  year. 

“In  Britain”,  he  said, 
“progress  towards  these  vital 
objectives  has  long  been  ham¬ 
pered  by  an  acute  shortage  of 
people  trained  in  the  nec¬ 
essary  skills.” 

Sir  Henry  said  though 
education  establishments 
throughout  the  country  are 
training  students  in  FT  skills, 
the  institute's  founders  —  and 
many  others  in  commerce  and 
industry  —  contend  that  the 
present  outputs  of  the  higher 
educational  system  are  not 
meeting  the  country's  needs 
for  people  with  higher  skills  in 
IT. 

He  said'“There  are  increas¬ 
ing  mis- matches  between  the 
slrills  required  by  industry  and 
the  skills  provided  by  the 


educational  system.  Many  stu¬ 
dents  of  IT  are  trained  on 
obsolete  hardware  and  soft¬ 
ware.  and  cannot  be  usefully 
employed  until  they  have 
undergone  further  training  on 
current  systems.” 

This  is  because  traditional 
centres  of  higher  education 
often  cannot  afford  the  high 
cost  of  updating  their  equip¬ 
ment.  The  cost  of  updating  the 
new  institute's  equipment,  for 
example,  will  be  £2  million  a 
year. 

According  to  the  institute's 
chief  executive.  Dr  Alan 
Fox4he  new  institute’s  user- 
orientated  approach  to  IT  is 
essentia]  if  the  long-standing 
shortage  of  people  with  IT 
skills  is  to  be  overcome. 

“IT  education  and  training 
in  the  UK  are  mainly  geared 
to  the  needs  of  IT  suppliers." 
he  says.  “While  stalls  for 
designing  computers  are  obvi¬ 
ously  necessary,  it  is  the  skills 
for  applying  computing  tech¬ 
niques  to  applications  which 
users  want  to  computerize, 
that  are  in  short  supply. 


“The  IT  skins  shortage  in 
the  Chy.  for  example,  is  cot  of 
people  with  expertise  in 
computing,  but  of  people  ex¬ 
pert  in  financial  sysrems  and 
who  know  how  to  comput¬ 
erize  them  in  a  cost-effective 
way.  Thus  we  need  to  provide 
courses  that  develop  skills  for 
IT  users  -  particularly  as  new 
developments  m  hardware, 
software  and  communications 
increase,  2nd  open  up  more 
potential  applications  for 
computerization.” 

Dr  Fox  is  aiming  the 
institute’s  activities  at  in¬ 
dustries  requiring  training  at 
ail  levels,  and  adopting  a  “top- 
down”  approach  by  offering 
courses  from  top  management 
downwards. 

“Management  cannot  make 
important  decisions  on  the 
most  cost-effective  IT  strategy 
for  their  businesses  —  and  thus 
safeguard  their  competitive¬ 
ness  —  without  a  knowledge  of 
all  the  points  they  need  to 
consider,"  be  said. 

Graduate  and  post-graduate 
courses  will  also  be  offered. 


Teaching  activities  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  grow  to  some  200 
post-graduate  programmes 
and  over  4,000  IT  courses  for 
industry  personnel  over  the 
first  five  years.

Research  is  the  hig  earner 


The  IT  Institute  was 
created  to  serve  a 
desperate  seed;  how 
is  Britain  to  get  a 
larger  slice  of  the 
business  in  an  industry  whose 
development  and  application 
is  accelerating  in  ail  indus¬ 
trialized  countries? 

It  was  with  this  thought  in 
mind  —  initially  prompted  bv 
the  approach  of  several  lead* 
mg  British  companies  —  that 
die  Cranfield  Institute  of 
Technology  decided  to  create 
■the  IT  Institute,  with  the 
objective  of  providing  training 
to  help  redress  the  acute 
.  shortage  of  people  in  the  UK 
trained  in  It  skills. 

The  shortage  is  a  widely 
acknowledged  constraint  on 
Britain's  ability  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  explosion  in 
IT  opportunities. 

_  Last  year  a  report  prepared 
for  the  Government  by  the 
.Institute  of  Manpower  Studies 
estimated  that  the  market  for 
IT  products  and  services 
would  grow  by  at  least  10  per 
cent  between  now  and  1990  — 
’  and  carried  the  warning  that 
the  skill  shortages  would  con¬ 
tinue  throughout  the  period. 

The  IMS  report  followed  an 
investigation  into  IT  skill 
shortages  which  concluded 
that  a  new  partnership  must 
be  formed  between  industry 
and  the  education  system.  The 


team  of  multi-disciplinary 
siriik  and  industry  ana  com¬ 
merce  will  come  knocking  on 
the  door  with  both  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  participate  in  the 
courses  and  the  cash  to  fond 
die  operation. 

Energy  has  been  one  field 
that  Cranfield  has  exploited, 
in  the  sense  of  exploring  its 
potential;  the  environment 
has  been  another.  Now  it  is 
information  technology,  with 
25  companies  hacking  the 
institute  to  the  tune  of  more 
than  £4  million. 

One  guiding  principle  of  the 
IT  Institute  is  that  students 
most  have  access  to  the  most- 
advanced  equipment,  and  in 
the  IT  field,  nothing  remains 
the  most-advanced  for  all  that 
long.  But  set  alongside  that 
yardstick  is  the  qualification 
that  they  need  to  be  trained  on 
equipment  which  win  be 
available  within  their  own 
working  environment. 

About  £2  million  a  year  will 
be  required  to  maintain  a 
regular  updating  of  foe  IT 
Institute’s  equipment.  Indus¬ 
trialists  behind  the  Milton 
Keynes  initiative  have  com¬ 
plained  that  foe  teaching  of 
information  technology  at  UK 
universities  and  colleges  has 
been  hampered  because  the 
equipment  is  often  out  of  date.

industry’s  needs.  Dedicated  to 


t eatrhmg  unit  research  in  ad¬ 
vanced  technology,  applied 
management  «nd  so¬ 
cial  policy,  Cranfield  is  the 
hugest  centre  of  research, 
development  and  design  for 
industry,  commerce,  defence 
and  public  services  in  Western 
Europe. 

As  well  as  undergraduate, 
postgraduate  and.  short 
courses  in  numerous  dis¬ 
ciplines,  it  offers  advisory  and 
consultancy  services  in 'key 


areas  of  science  and 
‘technology. 

The  institute  has  more  than 
11,000  students,  and  1,700 
teaching,  research  and  support 
stafpocated  in  three  cam¬ 
puses:  Cranfield  and  Silsoe  in 
Bedfordshire  and 

Shrivenham,  Wiltshire.  Its  to¬ 
tal  fnramft  exceeds  £48  mil¬ 
lion  a  year,  and  is  growing  by 
11  per  cent  a  year.  Revenues 
exceed  government  grants  by 
more  than  5:1. 


The  institute  was  created  by 
Royal  Charter  in  1969,  when  it 
was  granted  its  university 
constitution  and  degree¬ 
awarding  powers.  This  was  the 
culmination  of  many  years  of 
expansion  and  diversification 
by  the  College  of  Aeronautics, 
which  was  set  up  at  Cranfield 
in  1946  to  train  engineers  for 
die  aircraft  industry. 

The  college  quickly  gamed  a 
reputation  for  excellence  in 
training  and  the  quality  of 
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erence  were  broadened  in 
1959  to  encompass  other 
developing  disciplines,  includ¬ 
ing  electronic  and  mechanical 
engineering,  production  en¬ 
gineering  and  management. 

Further  expansion  and 
diversification  followed. 
Within  four  years,  Cranfield 
bad  a  third  of  all  full-time 
postgraduate  technology  stu¬ 
dents  in  Britain. 

In  1967,  a  separate  school  of 
management  was  formed 
from  the  rapidly  growing

The  Cranfield  Campus  is  a 
609-acre  site  which  was  orig¬ 
inally  a  pre-Second  World 
War  II  RAF  aerodrome.  The 
airfield  is  still  in  use,  and  is 
one  of  tiie  best-equipped  pri¬ 
vate  airfields  in  Britain. 

It  has  full  instrument 
landing  eqxBpmeut  and  radar 
aids,  and  is  used  by  ariation 
companies  and  private  firms, 
as  well  as  the  College  of 
Aeronautics.

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The  ORACLE  relational  database  and  fourth 
generation  environment  gives  computer 
users  as  well  as  DP  professionals  the 
power  to  design  and  build  their  own 
application  systems.

Ruined  abbey  a 


Cell  defect  traced  in  schizophrenics

Using  a  new  method  of  watch¬ 
ing  biochemical  reactions  tak¬ 
ing  place  in  foe  brain,  doctors 
in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  have  found  that  in 
schizophrenia  patients  there 
are  more  cells  that  react  to  a 
particular  molecule  than  in 
normal  individuals. 

Furthermore,  foe  discovery 
shows  that  the  excess  of  tins 
activity  in  brain  cells  exists 
equally  in  people  diagnosed 
with  the  illness  who  have 
received  antipsychotic  drugs 
and  others  who  have  not. 

The  importance  of  identify¬ 
ing  a  defect  linked  to  schizo¬ 
phrenia  in  people  who  have 
not  yet  taken  medication  is 
explained  in  a  paper  In  Sci¬ 
ence,  tbe  journal  or  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science. 

A  report  from  Dr  Dean 


Wong,  of  the  nuclear  medicine 
department,  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  Baltimore,  and  a 
team  of  15  other  neurologists 
and  biomedical  scientists,  de¬ 
scribes  the  research  in  whidi 
foe  images  tracing  chemical 
changes  in  foe  brain  of  active 
schizophrenic  and  healthy 
volunteers  are  compared. 

The  investigation  began 
with  foe  knowledge  from  other 
research  that  laboratory 
analysis  of  autopsy  samples  of 
patients,  all  of  whom  had  been 
treated  with  neuroleptic  drugs, 
showed  that  in  the  part  of  the 
brain  known  as  foe  caudate 
nucleus  the  density  of  Ds 
dopamine  receptors  were 
higher  than  normal. 

There  had  been  a  suspicion 
that  the  increase  of  the  recep¬ 
tors  on  foe  cells  which  ab¬ 
sorbed  dopamine  could  have 


been  uni  seed  by  drug  treat¬ 
ment.  But  there  was  other 
evidence  pointing  to  the 
association  between  dopamine 
levels  and  schizophrenia. 

The  images  showing  the 
chemical  activity  are  obtained 
by  a  technique  known  as 
positron  emission  tomog¬ 
raphy.  It  starts  by  activating  in 
an  accelerator  tiny  traces  a 
compound  with  known  biologi¬ 
cal  characteristics. 

Tbe  substance  will  emit 
positrons  which  are  detected 
electronically  in  a  special 
scanner,  which  creates  images 
that  are  seen  on  a  video 
display  screen. 

For  scanning  the  brain  of 
schizophrenic  patients,  foe 
substance  activated  has  foe 
initials  (>'C)NMSP.  When  in¬ 
jected  into  a  person  this 


substance  goes  only  to  the 
dopamine  receptors. 

There  were  two  parts  to  the 
tests.  In  one,  tbe  individuals 
were  given  another  drag  called 
halaperidoL  which  nkn  blocks 
D:  dopamine  receptors. 

The  positron  scanner  took 
images  of  the  brain  in  both 
tests.  It  was  only  in  Urn  second 
one  that  the  special  compound 
was  allowed  to  attach  itself  to 
receptors,  showing  the  large 
increase  in  people  with  the 
psychiatric  disorder. 

It  remains  to  be  determined 
whether  that  increase  is  spe¬ 
cific  to  schizophrenia  or 
accompanies  other  distur¬ 
bances.  But  it  now  appears  to 
be  linked  with  the  disease 
process  rather  than  with  the 
treatment

Five  years  of  excavation  at  what 
was  once  one  of  Europe's  great¬ 
est  monasteries  have  revealed 
what  Dr  Richard  Hodges,  the 
director,  calls  “a  Dark  Age 
Pompeii*. 

Extensive  remains  of  the 
ninth-century  abbey  of  San 
Vincenzo  al  VoJtmuo,  in  the 
Abruzzi  mountains  between 
Rome  and  Naples,  includes  a 
crypt  and  cloisters  with  wall 
paintings,  a  large  refectory  with 
stained-glass  windows,  and  u 
glazier’s  workshop. 

A  devastating  attack  by  foe 
Saracens  in  AD  SSI.  with  foe 
slaughter  of  more  than  five 
hundred  monks,  left  foe  mon¬ 
astery  in  ruins,  and  much  of  it 
has  only  now  been  uncovered  by 

archaeologists. 

The  project  is  jointly  run  by 
the  Italian  authorities  and  Dr 
Hodges,  of  Sheffield  University, 
and  has  shown  that  the  "great 
Carol  ingun  abbey  was  biuli  on 
the  site  of  a  Roman  villa,  which 
in  the  fifth  century  included  a 
tower,  a  church  and  a  cemetery. 

After  more  than  a  century  of 
abandonment  the  rums  or  foe 
villa  were  refurbished  by  the 


first  monks,  with  its  courtyard 
.  becoming  the  cloister  and  the 
surrounding  buildings  the  refec¬ 
tory  and  dormitory.  Some  idea 
of  the  cultural  life  at  this  period 
can  be  gained  from  flu;  Codex 
Benevanlamis,  an  illuminated 
manuscript  in  foe  British  Mu¬ 
seum,  Dr  Hodges  says. 

With  Charlemagne's  conquest 
of  northern  Italy  foe  abbey 
prospered;  in  abbot  in  foe  early

The  guest  house,  the  new 
abbey  buildings  and  foe  doigers 
have  ah  been  shown  to  have 
been  on  a  grand  scale,  with  foe- 
separate  buildings  linked  by 
broad  corridors,  “much  as  Um¬ 
berto  Eco  has  described  his 
imaginary  monastery  in.  The 
Name  of  the  Ross’,  Dr  Hodges 
says.  The  popUdon  may  well 
have  exceeded  a  thousand,  and . 
the  monastery- was  in  effect  a 
small  town  as  well  as  a  prom¬ 
inent  cultural  centre'  ■  in 
Charlemagne's  great  empire. 

The  rrfca  ory  was  preceded  by 


a  hall,  where  painted  benches 
and  dados  ran  below  figures  of 
prophets  and  saints,  painted 
two-thirds  Kfe  size  in  foe  style  of 
the  metropolitan  renaissance 
then  flourishing  in  Rome  and 
Milan.

Cinemas  hurt 
by  Puttnam’s 
apartheid  lead 


Rom  George  Brock,  Johannesburg 


South  Africa’s  largest  cin¬ 
ema  chain  is  threatening  to 
close  down  cinemas  which  do 
not  become  multi-racial  with¬ 
in  the  next  few  months. 

Ster-Kinekor,  which  runs 
ISO  cinemas  across  the  coun¬ 
try,  has  toW  several  town 
councils  around  Johannes¬ 
burg  that  it  will  close  cinemas 
rather  than  run  them  under 
racial  segregation  laws. 

Fifteen  of  its  cinemas  are 
still  "whites  only".  Cinemas 
are  one  of  several  places  in 
which  the  Government  has 
repeatedly  promised  to  end 
"petty”  apartheid;  in  practice 
it  often  persists  outside  the 
largest  dues. 

The  company’s  decision  fol¬ 
lows  a  threat  from  one  of  the 
leading  Hollywood  distrib¬ 
utors,  Columbia  Pictures,  to 
Slop  Supplying  cinema  chains 
operating  segregated  theatres 
after  May  1. 

David  Puttnam,  the  British 
film  producer  and  the  new 
head  of  Colombia  Pictures,  is 
leading  the  Hollywood  cam¬ 
paign,  where  other  big  studios 
are  believed  to  be  moving 
quietly  in  the  same  direction. 

Films  shown  at  leading 
cinemas  here  are  almost  en¬ 
tirely  American  and  any  such 
sanction  would  have  an  im¬ 
mediate  and  visible  effect  on 
the  range  of  films  available. 

Johannesburg  cinemas  this 
week  are  showing  Hollywood 
imports  from  101  Dalmatians 
to  Top  Gun  and  Legal  Eagies. 
Local  interest  is  represented 


by  a  new  film  version  of  the 
much-loved  story  of  loyal  dog 
and  master,  Jock,  of  the 
Bushveld. 

The  Australian  Crocodile 
Dundee  has  been  doing  record 
business,  mostly,  say  local 
wits,  because  people  want  to 
find  out  more  about  Australia 
before  deciding  whether  to 
emigrate  and  get  away  from 
South  Africa’s  future. 

The  country's  second  larg¬ 
est  chain,  CIC  (South  Africa), 

which  is  American-owned  and 
controlled  from  London,  has 
so  far  had  no  instructions  to 
try  to  speed  up  the  abolition  of 
lingering  apartheid. 

Mr  Graydon  Fry,  deputy 
general  manager  of  CIC 
(South  Africa),  said  yesterday 
that  his  company  operated  32 
screens,  of  which  six  were  still 
segregated.  "Up  to  this 
minute,  we  have  had  ab¬ 
solutely  nothing  from 
London.” 

There  are  thought  to  be 
between  400  and  500  cinemas 
in  the  country.  At  the  end  of 
September,  228  were  multi¬ 
racial  according  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  In  May,  1985,  only 
14  were  open  to  all  races. 

Cinemas  can  be  opened 
only  when  town  councils 
apply  to  the  provincial  admin¬ 
istration  for  permission  to  do 
so.  Once  applied  for.  per¬ 
mission  is  nowadays  rarely 
refused.  Ster-Kinekor’s  threat 
is  aimed  at  last-ditch  resis¬ 
tance  from  Transvaal's  most 
conservative  parts.

carries  too  much  nuclear  bag¬ 
gage  for  his  party’s  rank  and 


Dr  David  Owen  believes  the 
job  should  go  to  his  defence 
spokesman,  an  acknowledged 
expert,  who  firmly  backed  his 
leader  in  the  summer  when  he 
insisted  the  Alliance  had  to 
commit  itself  to  maintaining 
and,  if  necessary,  replacing 
Britain's  Polaris  force. 

A  majority  of  senior  lib¬ 
erals  are  also  arguing  that  the 
team  should  not  embrace  any 
clear  pecking  order  within  the 
various  portfolios  and  that  it 
should  be  expanded  from  its 
original  12  to  nearer  24.

Slower  German 
growth  forecast 


West  Berlin  (Reuter)  —  The 
DIW  economic  institute  ex¬ 
pects  the  West  German  econ¬ 
omy  to  grow  by  only  about  1-5 
per  cent  this  year,  revising 
downwards  a  prediction  of  2.5 
per  cent  expansion. 

The  institute  said  growth 
for  1986  would  be  about  2 JS 
percent. 

The  forecast  for  this  year  is 
lower  than  those  of  most  other 
private  research  institutes  and 
bank  economists,  who  gen¬ 
erally  expect  gross  national 
product  to  expand  by  between 
2  and  2.5  per  cent 

DIW  economists  said  the 
economy  would  face  consid¬ 
erable  burdens  this  year,  such 
as  the  strength  of  the  mark, 
uncertainty  about  oil  prices 
and  relatively  modest  world 
trade. 


One  DIW  official  said  the 
downwards  revision  of  the 
1987  growth  forecast  had  be¬ 
come  necessary  after  a  dis¬ 
appointing  third  quarter  last 
year  and  prospects  that  the 
economy  would  at  best  have 
stagnated  in  the  final  three 
months  of  last  year. 

This  would  mean  that  the 
economy  was  losing  mo¬ 
mentum  as  it  entered  1987. 

The  economists  said  the  rise 
of  the  mark  against  the  dollar 
had  probably  not  yet  come  to 
an  end  and  predicted  an 
average  dollar-mark  rate  for 
this  year  of  about  DM1.90. 

The  dollar  began  last  year  at 
slightly  less  than  DM2.50  but 
fell  steadily  to  about  DM1.94 
by  year-end.

Mr 
Reagan's  new  bucket  meets 
the  5108  billion  deficit  target 
for  fiscal  2988  which  the 
Administration  has  promised 
to  enforce  vigorously. 

Bui  influential  Democratic 
leaders  contend  that  Mr 
Reagan  reaches  foe  target, 
using  a  system  of  “smoke  and 
minora,"  claiming  unattain¬ 
able  savings  and  resting  on 
false  economic  assumptions.

Some  goodness  from 
the  Guinness  affair 


Whatever  the  outcome  of  the 
current  wrangle  between 
Guinness  and  the  merchant 
banker  Henry  Ansbacber,  it  is  dear  that 
the  matter  raises  for  wider  issues  than  a 
single  £7.6  million  cheque  and  its  status 
as  a  deposit  or  a  payment. 

The  assertion,  hotly  denied  by 
Guinness,  is  that  it  was  in  some  way 
imbed  to  efforts  aimed  at  boosting  the 
share  price  of  a  bidder  at  a  crucial  stage 
of  its  bank.  That  is  for  the  Government 
inspectors  to  determine.  But  the  very 
idea  that  such  practices  have  been 
common  in  recent  contested  takeovers 
comes  as  no  surprise  to  the  Gty. 

The  feet  that  friendly  deals  in  support 
of  bidder  or  target  company  have  been 
going  undisclosed  in  breach  of  the 
Takeover  Code  was  highlighted  in  the 
Turner  &  Kewall  bid  for  AE.  These 
came  to  light  by  what  amount  to  a 
couple  of  accidents.  Fiist,  because  T&N 
lost  the  battle  by  the  slimmest  of 
margins  and  rightfully  cried  foul  in  the 
hope  of  a  re-run,  and  secondly  because 
the  shares  involved  were  later  dumped 
on  the  market  in  a  way  that  could  hardly 
fail  to  attract  attention. 

This  led  to  the  very  public  and 
forceful  censure  of  some  leading  names 
in  the  City.  They  were  all  acting  on  the 
best  legal  advice,  from  different  advis¬ 
ers.  Since  the  AE  affair  came  towards 
the  end  of  a  period  of  hectic  takeover 
activity  in  the  City,  it  seems  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  other  practitioners  in 
oifter  bids  were  acting  on  the  same  basis 
as  that  sc  roundly  condemned  by  the 
Takeover  PaneL 

Hopefully  therefore,  one  of  the  bene¬ 


ficial  by-products  of  the  Guinness 
investigation  is  that  it  will  clarify  an 
area  of  Gty  practice  that  has  been 
hopelessly  undear  is  terms  not  just  of 
foe  Takeover  Code,  but  also  of  foe  law. 

One  of  the  sections  of  the  Companies 
Act  1985  under  which  the  inspectors 
were  appointed,  section  442,  gives  them 
foe  power  to  look  at  events  which  take 
place  as  a  result  of  nods,  winks, 
sweetheart  deals  or  on  foe  familiar  City 
basis  of  “you  scratch  my  back  and  HI 
scratch  yours”. 

The  wording  of  foe  relevant  passage 
staiesT-tbe  inspector’s  powers  extend 
to  the  investigation  of  any  circum¬ 
stances  suggesting  the  existence  of  an 
arrangement  or  understanding  which, 
though  not  legally  binding,  is  or  was 
observed  or  hkdy  to  be  observed  in 
practice  and*  which  is  relevant  to  the 
purposes  of  foe  investigation”. 

Those  involved  in  many  recent  bids 
are  frank  about  foe  existence  of  many 
such  informal  arrangements  whereby 
those  who  took  part  were  jn  a  position 
to  substantial  amounts  ofbusiness 
at  later  stages  with  those  who  had  been 
helpful  to  them  when  foe  chips  were 
down.  Much  of  this,  it  must  be 
presumed,  falls  outside  the  scope  of  foe 
Takeover  Code  in  its  present  fenn.  So 
far  as  compliance  with  the  Companies 
Act  is  concerned,  their  status  has  net 
recently  been  tested. 

Hopefully,  when  the  dust  settles  over 
foe  Guinness  affair,  foe  ground  rules 
which  determine  foe  fate  of  companies 
facing  unwelcome  takeovers  should  be 
considerably  dearer. 


Dark  side  of  the  boom 


Every  official  statistic  emerging 
from  Whitehall  these  days  ap¬ 
pears  to  confirm  foe  picture  of  a 
booming  Britain.  Yesterday,  new  figures 
showed  that  real  incomes  in  foe  third 
quarter  of  last  year  were  a  staggering  5 
per  cent  up  on  foeir  level  1 2  months  ear¬ 
lier.  And  non-North  Sea  company 
profits  were  strong  enough  to  overcome 
foe  depressing  effect  of  lower  crude 
prices  on  oil  companies’  income. 

Hidden  in  foe  figures,  however,  are 
some  slightly  disturbing  signs.  Because 
of  these,  and  foe  one-off  influences  in 
the  economy  over  foe  past  year,  we 
should  not  expect  foe  Klondyke-like 
boom  in  foe  high  streets  to  lead  the 
economy  along  indefinitely. 

Hearty  growth  in  real  incomes  was 
foe  key  feature  in  foe  economy  last  year. 
It  occurred  as  a  result  of  a  combination 
of  continued  buoyancy  of  earnings 
(despite  ministerial  exhortation),  a 
small  reduction  in  income  tax,  and  a 
much  larger  reduction  in  inflation 
because  of  the  lower  oil  price. 


The  5  per  cent  growth  in  real  incomes 
between  foe  third  quarters  of  1985  and 
1986  was  exactly  matched  by  foe 
increase  in  consumer  spending  between 
the  two  periods.  There  was,  in  con¬ 
sequence,  hardly  any  change  in  foe 
savings  ratio.  In  foe  third  quarter,  as  in 
the  second,  it  was  10.6  per  cent  of 
income.  In  foe  third  quarter  of  1985,  it 
was  10.5  per  cent. 

The  factors  that  combined  tc  produce 
such  a  surge  in  real  incomes  will  not  be 
present  in  foe  same  quantities  this  year. 
Earning:  growth  will  be  slightly  lower,  it 
appears,  and  inflation  somewhat  higher. 
The  effect  of  higher  inflation,  now  more 
likely  with  $1 8  a  barrel  03  prices,  will  be 
compounded  in  the  transition  from  real 
income  growth  to  consumer  spending 
by  the  likelihood  of  a  knock-on  effect  to 
a  higher  savings  ratio.

An  American  economist 
criticizes  employee  share 
ownership  schemes  —  a  key 
pan  of  the  Government’s 
strategy  for  encouraging  small 
shareholders  —  in  a  new 
British  business  directory. 

Dr  David  EDennan,  who 
teaches  ax  Boston  College, 
Massachusetts,  points  to  in¬

They  will  realize  that  bene¬ 
ficial  ownership  is  only  a 
second-class  form  of  owner¬ 
ship,”  he  adds.

“It  will  be  a 
good  time  to  buy  —  certainly  the  best  in 
the  last  three  years  and  quite  possibly  in 
t»*e  foreseeable  future,”  she  predicts. 
“Once  the  uncertainties  of  the  general 
election  have  been  removed  we  expect 
the  London  residential  market  to  move 
forward  confidently  again.” 

In  1987,  Savills  believe  the  very  best 
residential  property  will  appreciate  by  4 
to  7  percent,  but  otherwise  prices  will  re¬ 
main  stable,  with  a  wide  selection  of  flats 
and  houses  to  choose  from.  There  will 
probably  be  less  competition  from 
foreign  buyers  during  the  year,  and  the 
British  buyer  should  begin  to  dominate 
the  market  for  the  first  time  in  10  years. 

Reporting  on  country  houses,  Savills' 
Geoffrey  van  Cutsem  says  that  prices 
increased  by  about  16  per  cent  in  the 
immediate  borne  counties  in  the  first 
nine  months  ofthe  year,  and  5  per  cent  in 
the  North,  and  by  the  autumn  there  was 
clear  resistance  to  over-priced  property. 
He  expects  a  “cautious”  market  in  1987.

Irish  divorce  laws  held  not  to  be  in  breach  of  human  rights  convention 


Johnston  ami  Otters  y  Ireland 
Before  R.  RyssdaL  President 
and  Judges  J.  Cremona,  Thor 
Vilhjalmsson.

The  European  Court  of  Hu¬ 
man  Rights  held  by  16  votes  to 
one  that  the  absence  of  pro¬ 
vision  for  divorce  under  Irish 
law  and  a  couple's  resultant 
inability  to  marry  each  other  did 
not  give  rise  to  a  violation  of 
article  8  or  article  12  of  the 
European  Convention  on  Hu¬ 
man  Rights;  unanimously  that, 
as  to  other  aspects  of  the 
couple's  own  status  under  Irish 
law  complained  of,  there  was  no 
violation  of  article  8;  and  unani¬ 
mously,  that  the  legal  situation 
of  the  couple's  daughter  under 
Irish  law  gave  rise  to  a  violation 
of  article  8  as  regarded  both  her 
and  each  of  her  parents. 

The  first  applicant,  Mr  Roy 
Johnston,  was  married  in  1952 
and  had  three  children  from  this 
marriage-  He  and  his  wife  agreed 
to  separate  in  1965  and  sub¬ 
sequently  concluded  a  formal 
separation  agreement. 

Since  1971  he  had  lived  with 
Janice  Williams-Johnston,  the 
second  applicant.  The  third 
applicant,  their  daughter  Nessa 
Williams-Johnston.  was  bom  in 
1978. 

Mr  Johnston  was  unable  to 
seek  a  divorce  in  Ireland  to 
enable  him  to  marry  the  second 
applicant  because  of  the  pro¬ 
hibition  of  divorce  contained  in 
the  Irish  Constitution. 

The  applicants  raised  a  series 
of  complaints  under  the  follow¬ 
ing  provisions  of  the  European 
Convention  on  Human  Rights: 
article  8  (right  to  respect  for 
family  life);  article  9  (freedom  of 
thought,  conscience  and  re¬ 
ligion);  article  12  (right  to  marry 
and  to  found  a  family);  article  13 
(right  to  an  effective  domestic 
remedy  for  a  bread)  of  the 
Convention)  and  artide  14 
(enjoyment  of  the  Convention 
rights  and  freedoms  to  be  se¬ 
cured  without  discrimination). 

In  its  report  of  March  5, 1985 
the  Commission  expressed  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  theme 
had  been  a  breach  of  article  8,  in 
that  the  legal  regime  concerning 
the  status  of  the  third  applicant 
under  Irish  law  and  relating  to 
such  matters  as  guardianship, 
paternal  affiliation  and  succes¬ 
sion  rights  failed  to  respect  the 
family-  life  of  all  three 
applicants. 


It  did  not  End  any  violations 
of  the  convention  with  respect 
to  all  the  other  complaints 
raised  by  the  applicants. 

In  its  judgment  the  European 
Court  of  Human  Rights  held: 

I  First  and  second  applicants 
A  Inability  to  divorce  and 
remarry 

As  regards  article  12,  the 
words  “right  to  marry  **  in  it 
covered,  in  their  ordinary  mean¬ 
ing,  the  formation  but  not  the 
dissolution  of  marital  relation¬ 
ships.  Moreover,  the  drafting 
history  disclosed  no  intention  to 
include  any  guarantee  of  a  right 
to  divorce. 

It  was  true  that  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and  its  protocols  had  to  be 
interpreted  in  the  light  of 
present-day  conditions.  How¬ 
ever.  the  court  could  not  by 
means  of  an  evolutive  inter¬ 
pretation  derive  from  those 
instruments  a  right  that  was  not 
included  therein  at  the  outset 
That  was  particularly  so  here, 
where  the  omission  was 
deliberate. 

Also,  the  right  to  divorce  was 


not  included  in  Protocol  No  7  to 
the  Convention  which  was 
Opened  for  signature  in  1984. 
The  opportunity  was  not  taken 
to  deal  with  that  question  in 
article  5  of  the  protocol  which 
guaranteed  certain  additional 
rights  to  spouses,  notably  in  the 
event  of  dissolution  of  manage. 

Indeed,  paragraph  39  of  the 
explanatory  report  to  the  proto¬ 
col  stated  that  the  words  “in  the 
event  of  its  dissolution”  found 
in  aitide  5  “do  not  imply  any 
obligation  on  a  state  to  provide 
ftM- dissolution  of  marriage  or  to 
provide  any  special  forms  of 
dissolution*'. 

As  regards  artide  8,  it  was 
clear  that  the  applicants,  the  first 
and  second  of  whom  bad  lived 
together  for  some  15  years, 
constituted  a  “family”.  They 
were  thus  entitled  to  its  protec¬ 
tion  notwithstanding  the  feet 
that  their  relationship  existed 
outside  marriage. 

The  question  that  arose  on 
that  part  of  the  case  was  whether 
an  effective  “respect'’*  for  the 
applicants’  family  life  imposed 


on  Ireland  a  positive  obligation 
to  introduce  measures  that 
would  permit  divorce. 

It  was  true  that,  on  that 
question,  artide  8,  with  its 
reference  to  the  so  m  what  vague 
notion  of  “respect”  for  family 
life,  might  appear  to  lend  itself 
more  readily  to  an  evolutive 
interpretation  than  did  article 
12. 

Nevertheless,  the  Convention 
had  to  be  read  as  a  whole  and  the 
Court  did  not  consider  drat  a 
right  to  divorce,  which  it  bad 
found  to  be  excluded  from 
article  12,  could,  with  consis¬ 
tency,  be  derived  from  artide  8, 
a  provision  of  more  general 
purpose  and  scope. 

The  Court  was  not  oblivious 
to  the  plight  of  the  first  and 
second  applicants.  However,  it 
was  of  the  opinion  that,  al¬ 
though  the  protection  of  private 
or  family  life  might  sometimes 
necessitate  means  whereby 
spouses  could  be  relieved  from 
the  duty  to  live  together,  the 
engagements  undertaken  by  Ire¬ 
land  under  artide  8  could  not  be 


regarded  as  extending  to  an 
obligation  on  hs  part  to  in¬ 
troduce  measures  permitting  the 
divorce  and  the  re-marriage 
which  the  applicants  sought- 

In  so  far  as  the  two  applicants 

claimed  that  they  were  victims 
of  discrimination  contrary  to 
article  14  of  the  Convention 
taken  in  conjunction  with  artide 
g,  by  reason  of  the  fed  that 
certain  foreign  divorces  might 
be  recognized  by  the  Irish 
courts,  it  was  the  court's  view 
that  the  situation  of  the  ap¬ 
plicants  co  aid  not  be  regarded  as 
analogous  to  that  of  persons 
who  were  domiciled  abroad  and 
could  obtain  such  recognition. 

Roy  Johnston  also  alleged  a 
breach  of  article  9  of  the 
Convention,  taken  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  artide  14,  in 
that  bis  inability  to  live  with 
Janice  Williams-Johnston  other 
than  in  an  extra-marital 
relationship  was  contrary  to  his 
conscience. 

His  complaint  derived,  in 
essence,  from  the  non-avaflabD- 
ity  of  divorce  under  Irish  law,  a 
matter  to  which,  in  the  court’s 


view,  article  9-coakLaot,  m  its 
ordinary  meaning,  be  taken  to 
extend.

In  a  unanimous  judgment  the 
European  Court  of  Human 
Rights  found  France  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  article  5(1)  of  the 
European  Convention  on  Hu¬ 
man  Rights.  Mr  Bozano’s 
deprivation  of  liberty  was  nei¬ 
ther  “lawful”,  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  artide  SOXf).  nor 
compatible  with  the  “right  to 
security  of  person”. 

Article  5(1)  of  the  Convention 
stipulates:  “Everyone  has  the 
right  to  liberty  and  security  of 
person.  No  one  shall  be  de¬ 
prived  of  his  liberty  save  in  the 
following  cases  and  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  a  procedure  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law:  (a)  the  lawful 
detention  of  a  person  after 
conviction  by  a  competent 
court: ...  (f)  the  lawful  arrest  or 
detention  of  a  person. .  .against 
whom  action  is  being  taken  with 
a  view  to  deportation  or 
extradition.” 

A  judgment  rendered,  on 
appeal  and  by  default 
(con turn acia),  in  Genoa  in  Italy 
in  1975.  sentenced  Mr  Bozano 
to  life  imprisonment  for  the 
kidnapping  and  murder  of  a 
young  girl;  be  had  been  acquit¬ 
ted  at  first  instance  for  in¬ 


sufficiency  of  evidence. 

After  an  appeal  on  points  of 
law  had  been  rejected,  the 
Italian  authorities  requested 
that  he  be  extradited  from 
France,  where  be  had  sought 
refuge.  That  request  was  the 
object,  in  May  1979.  of  an 
unfavourable  opinion  from  the 
indictments  chamber  of  the 
Limoges  Court  of  Appeal  as  h 
found  the  way  in  which  the 
criminal  proceedings  had  been 
conducted  in  Italy  to  be  contrary 
to  French  ordre  public. 

Mr  Bozano.  against  whom 
criminal  proceedings  had  also 
berm  instituted  on  account  of 
certain  offences  committed  in 
France,  was  released  on  bail 
under  judicial  supervision  on 
September  19,  1979.  On  Octo¬ 
ber  26,  1979,  the  investigating 
judge  discharged  him  from  ju¬ 
dicial  supervision  and  commit¬ 
ted  him  for  trial  at  the  Limoges 
Criminal  Court  on  a  charge  of 
using  forged  identity 
documents. 

The  same  evening  Mr  Bozano 
was  apprehended  by  the  police, 
served  with  a  deportation  order 
maA?  several  weeks  earlier  and 
taken  by  force  in  a  car  to  the 
Franco-Swiss  border  near 
Geneva. 

He  was  immediately  detained 
by  the  Swiss  authorities  early 
next  morning  with  a  view  to 
extradition,  and.  after  judgment 
had  been  given  by  the  Swiss 
Federal  Court,  was  extradited  to 

Italy  in  June  1980.  He  was 
currently  serving  his  sentence 
on  the  island  of  Elba. 

After  having  unsuccessfully 


attempted  to  achieve  a  friendly 
settlement,  the  European 
Commission  of  Human  Rights 
drew  np  its  report,  dated 
December  7,  1984,  in  which  it 
expressed  the  opinion,  by  11 
votes  to  2,  that  there  was  a 
breadr  of  article  5(1X0  of  the 
Convention. 

In  its  judgment  the  European 
Court  of  Human  Rights  held: 

1  Article  5(1) 

The  main  issue  was  whether 
the  disputed  detention  of  Mr 
Bozano  during  the  night  of 
October  26-27  1979  was  lawful, 
including  whether  it  was  in 
accordance  with  “a  procedure 
prescribed  by  law”. 

The  Convention  here  referred 
essentially  to  national  law  and 
established  the  need  to  apply  its 
rules,  but  it  also  required  that 
any  measure  depriving  the  in¬ 
dividual  of  his  liberty  had  to  be 
compatible  with  the  purpose  of 
article  5,  namely  to  protect  the 
individual  from  arbitrariness. 
What  was  at  stake  here  was  not 
only  the  “right  to  liberty”  but 
also  the  “right  to  security  of 
person”. 

Whan  the  Convention  re¬ 
ferred  directly  back  to  domestic 
law.  as  in  article  5,  compliance 
with  such  law  was  an  integral 
part  of  contracting  states' 
“engagements”  and  the  court 
was  accordingly  competent  to 
satisfy  itself  of  such  compliance 
where  relevant  (artide  19);  the 
scope  of  its  task  in  that  connec¬ 
tion.  however,  was  subject  to 
Htnite  inherent  in  the  logic  of  the 
European  system  of  protection, 
since  h  was  in  the  first  place  for 


the  national  authorities,  notably 
the  courts,  to  interpret  and 
apply  domestic  law. 

Several  points  of  French  law 
had  been  disputed  in  the  present 
case.  While  the  maiiriat  in  the 
case-file  was  not  absolutely 
conclusive,  it  provided  suf¬ 
ficient  material  for  the  court  to 
have  the  gravest  doubts  as  to 
whether  the  contested  detention 
had  been  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  French  law.  . 

“Lawfulness”,  in  any  event, 
also  implied  absence  of  any 
arbitrariness.  In  that  respect,  the 
Court  attached  gnat  weight  to 
the  circumstances  in  which  the 
applicant  was  forcibly  conveyed 
to  the  Swiss  border. 

Fnst,  the  relevant  authorities 
waited  for  more  than  a  month 
before  serving  the  deportation 
order  of  September  17,  1979  on 
Mr  Bozano,  although  there  was 
no  difficulty  about  finding  him 
in  Limoges,  where  be  was  in  pre¬ 
trial  detention  until  September 
19  and  subsequently  under  ju¬ 
dicial  supervision.  The  authori¬ 
ties  thus  prevented  him  from 
making  any  effective  use  of  the 
remedies  theoretically  available 
to  him. 

What  was  more  serious  was 
that  the  authorities  gave  every 
appearance  of  having  wanted  to 
ensure  that  Mr  Bozano  did  not 
find  out  about  the  action  they 
were  preparing  to  take  against 
him,  so  that  they  could  more 
effectively  face  him  with  a  fait 
accompli  thereafter. 

To  that  had  to  be  added  the 
suddenness  with  which  the  ap¬ 
plicant  was  apprehended  by  the 


police  on  the  evening  of  October 
26  and,  more  striking  still,  the 
way  in  which  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior's  decision  was  carried 
out 

From  what  their  own  agent 
himself  indicated,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  had  contacted  only 
Switzerland,  a  state  which  had 
an  extradition  treaty  with  Italy 
and  where  since  April  1976 
there  bad  been  a  warrant  out  for 
the  applicant’s  arrest  with  a 
view  to  extradition,  as  was 
recorded  in  tire  Swiss  Police 
Gazette. 

Mr  Bozano  was  not  even  able 
to  apeak  to  bis  wile  or  bis  lawyer 
ana  at  no  tune  was  any  offer 

■rrauif*  to  him  that  he  Should  be 

expelled  -  if  necessary  under 
supervision— aartes  the  frontier 
or  his  choice  or  even  across  the 
nearest  frontier,  the  Spanish 
border.  On  the  contrary,  he  was 
forced  to  travel  from  Lzmogesto 
the  customs  post  at  MoUlantbar 
—  some  twelve  hours  and  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  kilometres  away — 
handcuffed  and  flanked  by 
policemen  who  in  due  course 
banded  him  over  to  Swiss 
coQeagoes. 

Mr  Bozano’s  precise,  detailed 
description  of  the  events 

serosa.  hu  account 

seemed  plausible  in  the  absence 
of  any  evidence  or  explanation 
to  the  contrary. 

Viewing  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  as  a  whole  and  having 
regard  to  the  volume  of  material 
pointing  in  the  same  (Election, 
the  court  consequently  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  applicant's 


deprivation  of  liberty  in  the 
night  of  October  26-27,  1979 
was  neither  lawful,  within  die 
meaning  of  artide  5(1X0.  nor 
compatible  with  the  nght  to 
security  of  person”. 

Depriving  Mr  Bozano  of  his 
liberty  m  that  way  amounted  in 
feet  to  a  disguised  form  of 
extradition  designed  to  erremn- 
venttfac  negative  ruling  of  May 
15,  1979  by  the  indictment 
division  of  the  Limoges  Court  of 
Appeal,  and  was  not 
“detention.”  necessary  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  “action  . . . 
taken  with  a  view  to 
deportation”. 

There  had  accordingly  been  a 
breach  of  artide  5(1)  of  the 
Convention.

Stuttgart  last  year  were,  from  run¬ 
up  to  touch-down,  stunningly 
graceful. 

Horses  and  yachts  have, 

as  1  say,  been  much 
painted.  After  all,  peo¬ 
ple  with  yachts  and 
horses  can  normally 
afford  foe  odd  painting  as  well:  it 
makes  better  sense  painting  horses 
than  whippets.  But  greyhounds 
are  foe  most  beautiful  of  creatures, 
landseer  painted  Prince  Albert’s 
greyhound  (who  was  called  Eos, 
by  foe  way)  bat  sad  to  say,  yon 
don’t  get  painters  of  similar 
stature  at  Hackney  do®5-  For  dog 
racing  be  a  delight  to  look  at.

Cricket  is  one  of  the  prettiest 
games  to  look  at  and  it  has  a  grace 
all  of  its  own.  By  rights  I  should  be 
saying  foal  Compton  is  foe  most 
gracefcl  player  I  have  ever  seen. 
Bui  as  I  was  in  a  pushchair  when  I 
saw  Compton  in  his  pomp,  my 
memory  of  his  skills  s  a  touch 
hazy.  I  wondered  about  Gower  but 

it  is  not  his  grace  that  is  pleasing.  It 
is  the  feci  that  he  does  nothing  at 
all  -  well,  perhaps  he  moves  his 
Hat  a  few  inches  —  and  yet  foe  ball 
goes  scorching  to  the  boundary. 
This  is  not  grace  but  a  conjuring 
trick.  It  pleases  foe  mind,  not  foe 
eye. 

No,  the  bay™*™  whose  sump¬ 
tuous  strokes  have  given  me  most 
aesthetic  joy  has  been  Botham. 
That  straight  drive  of  his,  from  its 
foundering  start  through  to  the 
wild  exuberance  of  its  follow- 
through,  is  a  thing  of  beauty.  It  is 
not  brute  power  it  is  orthodoxy 
taVwn  to  an  extreme  with  extreme 
results. 


The  bowlers’  award  for  grace 
has  a  number  of  contenders.  The 
cnariing  perfection  of  Lil-tc,  the 
j  a  veli  n- thrower’s  action  of  Thom¬ 
son,  foe  rampaging  of  Trueman  in 
his  prime:  the  finest  fast  bowlers 
are  a  gorgeous  sight  But  foe  most 
graceful  cricketer  that  ever  drew 
breath  is  Holding.  Ah,  that  mo¬ 
ment  when  he  picked  up  his  mark 
and  revetted  to  his  full  run  in  tnc 
‘84  series  and  his  sc  ft  purring 
rnt-nar*  was  unleashed.  They 
wiiiiM  him  “Whispering  Death” 
for  two  reasons:  because  the 
umpire  could  not  bear  foe  silent 
perfection  of  his  run-up  and 
because  he  was  quite  likely  to  kill 
you.  1  remember  seeing  a  picture 
of  Holding  in  one  of  bis  more 
regrettable  moments  kicking  the 
stumps  down:  below  the  picture 
was  printed  the  comment  that  no 
other  cricketer  could  have

In 
feet,  to  be  a  graceful  tennis  player, 
you  must  be  a  person  of  quite 
extraordinary,  if  not  unique, 
beauty  of  movement.  Anyone  who 
has  not  realized  that  I  am  talking 
about  Evonne  Cawley  (formerly 
Goolagcng)  has  missed  a  great  joy 
over  foe  years. 

You  might  think  that  foe 
more  brutal  the  game, 
the  less  grace  is  in¬ 
volved.  Of  course,  this 
is  not  the  case.  The 
contrast  between  the  tames  trying 
to  hammer  someone,  and  the 
graceful  genius  who  dodges  them, 
has  been  a  part  of  sport  since 
Minoan  times,  and  foe  sprat  of 
bull-leaping.  The  Romans  placed 
gladiatorial  combat  on  the  same 
principle  with  secular  versus  reti- 
arius.  American  football  works  the 
cam*  way.  It  is  perhaps  foe  most 
brutal  sport  of  them  all  (I  do  not 
include  boxing  as  a  sport  anymore 
than  I  do  cock  fighting)  and  yra  it 
has  moments  of  grace  that  few 
sports  can  match.  Dan  Marino, 
blitzed  by  a  gang  of  brilliantly 
organized  psychopaths,  yet  some¬ 
how  uniffa^Hing  one  of  those  long, 


that  is  something. 

Even  ugly,  muddy  rugby  nas  its 
moments  when,  despite  all  at¬ 
tempts  by  Chilcott  and  his  like,  a 
dashing,  running  poetry  bursts 
into  foe  game.  I  remember  watch¬ 
ing  Fiji  beat  the  All  Blacks  28-0  m 
foe  final  of  foe  Hong  Kong  Sevens: 
men  with  foe  grace  of  panthers, 
ibe  speed  of  stags,  the  strength  of 
bulls,  with  arms  like  rocket 
launchers  and  hands  like  butterfly 
nets. 

Even  football  has  us  moments 
of  grace  and  beauty.  No  one  could 
forget  foe  sight  of  Best  dancing 
through  the  clodhoppers  and  turn¬ 
ing  his  markers  again  and  again. 
One  of  his  bemused  oppoirents 
was  substituted  “suffering  from 
twisted  blood"  as  a  colleague  put 

lL  Indeed,  sport -all  sport -is  full 

of  beauty  and  delight.  Those  who 
have  not  noticed  this,  those  who 
prefer  a  pile  of  bricks  to  a  Stubbs, 
foose  who  hold  sport  in  intellec¬ 
tual  and  aesthetic  contempt  — 
well,  let  us  note  that  they  are 
missing  a  thousand  treats,  as 
anyone  must  if  he  walks  around 
with  his  eyes  closed,  and  let  us 
leave  it  at  that  Poor  fellows:  do 
they  not  see  that  every  sport  ever 
played  has  some  (rind  of  beauty 
and  grace  about  it?

Harris,  foe  sen  of  a  pro¬ 
fessional  footballer,  has  been 
managed  from  an  early  age  by 
Norman  Nomngion.  a  Col¬ 
chester  property  agent,  and  has 
been  deliberately  restrained 

from  heavy  physical  training 
anti:  his  physique  coukl  absorb 
such  stress  without  long-term 
damage. 

In  preparation  for  this 
Drvsdaie  Cup  record,  he  under¬

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Highly-tried 
Jazetas  to 
relish  easier 
opportunity

Market  Rasen  in  January  is 
a  long  way  from  last  year’s 
2,000  Guineas  but  it  is  a  road 
travelled  by  Jazetas.  After  two 
earty -season  Flat  wins  be  was 
thrown  in  against  Dancing 
Brave  at  Newmarket  but,  not 
surprisingly,  found  the  com¬ 
petition  much  too  demanding 
and  finished  tenth  of  the  IS 
runners. 

Although  he  failed  to  win 
again  be  is  dearly  a  horse  with 
ability  and  on  the  evidence  of 
his  two  runs  over  hurdles 
should  be  good  enough  to  win 
the  Sleaford  Novices’  Hurdle 
at  Market  Rasen  today. 

He  made  an  encouraging 
debut  when  third  to  the  tat 
ented  Sprowston  Boy  at  Ascot, 
and,  although  a  beaten  favour¬ 
ite  ai  Kempton  next  time,  his 
rider  may  have  made  an  error 
of  judgment  in  leaving  him 
with  too  much  ground  to 
recover  in  the  dosing  stages. 

He  finished  third  but  even 
so  the  form  is  respectable  as 
the  winner,  Astral,  had  landed 
his  two  previous  races  and  the 
runner-up,  Capulet,  went  on 
to  score  next  time. 

He  should  capitalize  on  this 
opportunity,  his  easiest  yet 
The  danger  could  be  another 
horse  who  showed  ability  on 
the  Flat,  Past  Glories.  He  won 
three  middle-distance  races 
last  year  and  his  first  outing 
over  hurdles,  a  fourth  to  Nos 
Na  Gaoithe  at  Wetherby,  in¬ 
dicated  he  can  find  a  race  in 
due  course. 

However,  for  the  day’s  best 
bet  I  turn  to  The  Last  Prince, 
who  is  napped  in  the  Louth 
Handicap  Chase.  He  has 
proved  himself  very  much  at 
home  on  the  course  over  the 
years,  winning  three  chases, 
two  over  this  distance. 


He  returned  to  something 
like  his  best  at  Nottingham 
last  month  with  a  three- 
quarters  of  a  length  success 
from  Gambir,  a  vast  improve¬ 
ment  os  his  disappointing 
first  run  of  the  season,  al¬ 
though  he  was  subsequently 
reported  to  have  been  off- 
colour. 

The  Last  Prince  was  an  easy 
course  and  distance  last 
March,  on  which  running  he 
holds  Grinders,  whose  jump¬ 
ing  problems  have  re-emerged 
in  his  last  two  starts.  The 
enigmatic  Preben  Fur  contin¬ 
ues  to  run  into  a  place  without 
winning  and  I  would  be  more 
afraid  of  The  Builder,  a  thor¬ 
ough  stayer  who  will  be  suited 
by  the  soft  ground.

Barryphilips  Disco  the 
last  straw  for  Whitaker 


Banyphilips  Disco  staked  his 
claim  as  the  unlnddest  loser  of 
die  season  at  Wetheiby  yes¬ 
terday  and  left  local  trainer 
Richard  Whitaker  wondering  if 
someone  had  pot  a  24-hour 
curse  on  him. 

Whitaker’s  gelding  fidled  by  a 
length  in  the  Wikc  Conditional 
Jockeys'  Handicap  Chase,  won 
by  Jaunter.  But  Banyphilips 
Disco’s  jockey.  Bob  Hatfield, 
had  to  jump  seven  of  the  14 
fences  without  irons  after  his  left 
stirrup  leather  had  snapped  at 
halfway. 

Hatfield  saidr  “When  my 
leather  snapped  I  decided  to 
kick  my  other  foot  out  of  the 
stirrups.  1  never  had  any  inten¬ 
tion  of  pulling  up  because 
Barryphilips  Disco  is  a  game  old 
horse  and  I  knew  he  would  keep 
going." 

For  Whitaker  it  was  the  fifth- 
disaster  of  the  day.  He  was 
booked  for  speeding  on  the  way 
to  the  track,  yet  he  lives  only  a 
mile  away;  one  ofhis  best  horses 
stumbled  and  split  a  knee  at 
early  morning  exercise;  his  sta¬ 


ble  jockey  on  the  Flat,  Dean 
McKeown,  had  telephoned  to 
pronounce  himself  unfit  to  ride 
work  after  calchiuga  bad  dose  of 

flu;  another  of  Whitaker's  string 
■wwiwi  his  work  rider  on  the 
gallops  him  lad  in  hospital;  then 
Barryphilips  Disco’s  defeat 
completed  the  chapter  of  woe. 

Forgjve’N  Forget,  ante-post 
favourite  for  the  Cheltenham 
Gold  Cup,  win  gain  revenge  in 
the  big  race  on  the  horses  that 
beat  him  in  the  King  George  VI 
Chase  at  Kempton  on  Boxing 
Day,  forecasted  his  confident 
trainer,  Jimmy  Fitzgerald, 

“I  could  give  him  two  races 
before  the  Gold  Cup  —  the 
Vincent  O’Brien  Gold  Cup  at 
Leopardstown  next  month,  and 
then  a  race  at  Haydock  about 
four  and  a  half  weeks  before  the 
big  one.  It  was  very  heavy  at 
Kempton  and  it  will  be  a 
different  story  when  FoigrvefN 
Forget  tackles  the  same  horses 
next  time.  I  was  pleased  with  the 
way  he  was  running  on  at 
Kempton,"  Fitzgerald  said. 


The  potentates  of  international 
raring,  whether  they’re  Isle  of  Man 
millionaires,  Kentucky  tycoons  or 
Arab  princes,  are  haring  to  tighten 
their  belts. 

Like  the  rest  of  us,  they  are  having 
to  live  with  market  forces.  And  the 
forces  at  work  are  the  over-production 
of  top-class  horses  and  the  hyped-op 
over-pricing  in  recent  years. 

The  most  dramatic  sign  of  the  times 
is  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  colts.  In 
1984  the  average  at  the  Highflyer 
Soles  at  Newmarket,  where  the  best- 
bred  horses  from  England  and  Ireland 
are  aminally  sold,  was  the  highest 
ever  at  92,520  gns.  Last  year  the 
average  dropped  to  77,376  gns. 

The  Call  has  been  experienced 
world-wide.  The  American  sale  rings, 
where  there  is  always  a  strong 
international  market,  reported  a  fall 
of  24  per  cent.  Keenebnd’s  Jnly  select 
sales  were  11  per  cent  down,  the 
Fasig-Tfpton  Summer  sale  reported  a 
slump  for  the  third  year  running,  and 
•Saratoga  declined  by  24  per  cent 

The  French  market  had  a  similar 
pattern,  notably  at  the  Deauville  sale 
ring,  where  the  market  had  prerioosly 
been  strong. 

Consequently,  the  production  end 
of  the  market,  the  fees  for  a  stallion 
covering  a  mare,  had  to  take  a  drop. 

Coolmore  forced  to 
reduce  stud  fees 

The  Coolmore  Stud,  in  Co  Tip¬ 
perary,  Ireland,  owned  by  Robert 
Songster,  Vincent  O'Brien  and  John 
Magmer,  is  foe  European  leader  in 
the  stallion  marketing  business.  Bat, 
during  the  last  three  years,  it  has  been 
compiled  to  reduce  its  stallion  fees 
by  as  macb  as  50  per  cent  in  some 
cases. 

Sangster  and  his  partners  have  over 
a  period  of  11  years  built  a  high- 
powered  operation.  They  began  by 
fimporting  the  coveted  American 
bloodlines  which  stem  back  to  North¬ 
ern  Dancer,  the  most  influential 
stallion  in  today's  breeding  world. 

The  majority  of  the  Sangster 
stallions,  which  are  all  syndicated,

Last  Tycoon,  the  champion  sp radar 
who  went  on  to  win  foe  Breeder's  Cup 
MBe  at  Santa  Anita,  is  the  most 
recent  recruit  to  foe  Coobnme  com¬ 
plex.  He  has  been  successfully  syn¬ 
dicated  for  foe  coming  season. 
Thatching  and  Try  My  Best,  who 
both  had  good  seasons  with  their 
offspring,  will  not  take  a  drop- 

The  Arabs  have  plundered  foe  sale 
rings  throughout  the  world  and  now 
dominate  foe  market  They  have 
created  vast  empires  of  racing  and 
breeding  stock.  They  will  always  be  in 
the  market,  bat  not  to  the  same  extent 
as  in  recent  years. 


Sheikh  Mohammed,  Khaled 
Abdulla  and  Hamdan  Ai  Maktomn, 
the  three  prominent  players  in  foe 
extravaganza,  now  have  huge  studs 
where  they  stand  their  own  stallions. 

Khaled  Abddh  has  done  a  great 
deal  to  price  bloodstock  at  a  realistic 
level  m  this  country  -  unlike  other 
parties  involved  in  tbestaHion  promo¬ 
tion  business  who  have  sold  out  to  the 
Americans  at  reflated  valoes.

Dancing  Brave,  at  £120,000,  is  the 
most  expensive  stallion  standing  at 
stnd  in  Europe.-  but  he  can  command 
such  a  fee  after  his  racecourse 
performances.

Hall  Stnd,  where  Shareef  Dancer  had 
previously  held  foe  distinction  of 
being  the  highest-priced  stallion  at 
£100,000.  Dalham  Hall,  owned  by 
Sheikh  Mohammed,  will  not  be

Barclay  quits  after

Lure  of  Everton 
is  decisive  in 
chase  for  Snodin 


Ian  Snodin.  the  midfield 
player,  delivered  a  blow  to  the 
League  champions,  Liverpool, 
last  night  when  he  joined 
Everton  from  Leeds  United  in 
an  £840.000  deal,  despite  be¬ 
ing  offered  more  money  by 
Kenny  Dalglish. 

The  highly  rated  England 
under-21  player  signed  a  con¬ 
tract  for  four  and  a  half  years. 
“To  be  honest  Liverpool 
offered  me  more  money  but 
I’ve  come  here  purely  for  the 
football,”  Snodin,  aged  23, 
said.  “I  chose  Everton  because 
I  see  them  as  being  the  side 
who,  over  the  next  four  or  five 
years,  will  be  top  of  the  ladder. 
They  have  a  good  squad  of 
young  players  and  are  geared 
for  success.  It  took  me  a 
couple  of  days  to  make  the

decision  but  Vm  delighted  to 
be  here.” 

With  the  transfer  of  Stewart 
Robson,  of  Arsenal,  to  West 
Ham  for  a  fee  believed  to  be 
around  £700,000,  the  day’s 
transfer  dealings  totalled 
about  £2.2  million,  and.  die 
figure  could  reach  £3  million 
by  the  end  of  the  week.  This 
week  has  already  been  the 
most  lucrative  in  the  game's 
marketplace  for  five  years. 

Snodin,  who  joined  Leeds 
from  Doncaster  for  £200,000 
in  May  of  1985,  is  Everton’s 
third -costliest  signing,  behind 
Gary  Lineker  (£l,050,0tM) 
and  Dave  Watson  (£900,000). 

The  Everton  manager, 
Howard  Kendall,  had  no 
doubts  about  paying  such  a  big 
fee  for  a  player  with  little  top- 
class  experience.  Kendall  said: 


Robson  makes 
a  logical  move

West  Ham  United  paid  a 
fee,  believed  to  be  about 
£700,000,  yesterday  for  Stew¬ 
art  Robson,  the  England 
nnder-21  player  who  bad  not 
figured  in  an  Arsenal  side  for 
four  months  because  of  a 
serious  pelvic  injury.  He  was 
given  an  extensive  medical 
examination  at  Upton  Park 
before  die  transfer  was. 
completed. 

George  Graham,  the  Arse¬ 
nal  manager,  revealed  that 
Robson  had  asked  for  a  trans¬ 
fer  in  September  and  that  he 
sold  the  player  with  great 
reluctance.  “His  tearing  has 
nothing  to  do  with  me.  I 
wanted  him  to  stay  and  I 
offered  him  a  long-term  con¬ 
tract  He  told  me  he  had  been 
unhappy  at  the  dob  for  some 
time.”  John  LyaU,  the  West 
Ham  manager,  admitted  that 
the  signing  was  the  result  of  “a 
lot  of  bard  work  over  the  last 
few  months.” 

“Oar  medical  people  are 
completely  satisfied  be  will 
recover  completely  from  the 
injury.  The  operation  has  been 
a  complete  success”  LyaU 
said,  though  West  Ham  win 
probably  have  sought  a  extra 
insurance  against  further 
problems.  He  said  tint  Rob¬ 
son  was  in  full  training  and 
should  be  ready  to  play  at 
some  level  within  seven  to  10 
days.  “It  is  rewarding  that, 
with  two  top  midfield  players 
becoming  available  in  the  last 
coaple  of  days,  West  Ham 
have  got  one  of  them.” 


It  was  the  most  logical  of 
transfers.  Robson's  hopes  of 
recovering  his  first  team  place 
had  diminished  with  the  re¬ 
vival  of  the  form  of  WOUanas, 
his  replacement,  and  it  was 
common  knowledge  that  West 
Ham  woe  the  first  love  of  the 
former  Essex  public  school¬ 
boy.  He  was  believed  to  have 
spent  more  time  soriatishig 
with  the  West  Ham  players 
Robson,  who  comes  from 
BOIericay  and  a  family  of 
Upton  F^rb  supporters,  said: 
“I  have  always  been  an  ad¬ 
mirer  of  the  way  West  Ham 
play.  I  like  the  dab  and  the 
atmosphere  and  I  regard  it  as  a 
great  move  for  me.”  LyaU 
commented:  “Stewart  is  a 
natural  competitor  and  a 
highly  versatile  player  who 
will  add  greedy  to  oar  sqaad.” 
Robson  made  his  debut  for 
Arsenal  at  Upton  Park  five 
years  ago.  - 
A  year  ago,  it  would  have 
been  the  move  farthest  from 
the  mind  of  the  then  Arsenal 
manager;  Don  Howe,  who 
believed  that  he  had  m  Robson 
the  qaalities  of  a  born  leader, 
not  jost  at  dub  level  bot  also  at 
international.  He  has  been  on 
the  fringe  of  full  England 
honours  for  some  time  and,  but 
for  his  injuries  tins  season,  a 
combination  of  pelvic  and 
groin  problems,  he  would 
probably  have  earned  his 
recognition  tiiis  season. 

-  A  ran  of  poor  results  re¬ 
cently  has  seen  West  Ham  slip 
to  tenth  place. 


“He's  a  player  of  immense 
talent  who  we  feel  can  only 
improve.  Billy  Bremner  made 
him  captain  at  Elland  Road 
because  he's  a  leader  with  two 
good  feet  and  pace. 

“He  has  played  in  several 
positions  at  Leras  but,  with  ail 
due  respect,  he  mil  have  better 
players  around  him  here  so 
he’ll  find  he  has  the  time  to  do

“With  the  interest  of  Liver¬ 
pool  it  says  a  lot  that  he  joined 
us  and,  although  I'm  pleased 
at  that,  we  are  only  the 
winners  if  he  does  it  on  the 
field,  but  I  don't  see  that  being 
a  problem.” 

Snodin  seems  likely  to 
make  his  debut  against  Shef¬ 
field  Wednesday  a  week  on 
Saturday,  ironically  feeing  his 
brother,  Glynn  Snodin,  who 
plays  for  the  Yorkshire  dub. 

Kendall  said:  “I  think  it 
would  be  wrong  to  say  be  has 
come  here  to  replace  a  particu¬ 
lar  player.  Peter  Reid  will  have 
a  say  in  that  and  Alan  Harper 
has  performed  superbly.  How¬ 
ever.  Paul  Bracewell  has  had  a 
set-back  and  will  have  more 
tests  on  his  ankle.” 

Snodin  seems  likely  to  be 
given  tiie  central  midfield  role 
he  dearly  favours  and  he 
seems  destined  to  get  an  early 
chance  to  meet  Everton’s  ma¬ 
jor  rivals,  Liverpool,  when  the 
sides  meet  in  a  Littlewoods 
Cup  quarter-final  a  week  on 
Wednesday.

Enough  had  been  seen  of  the 
Pakistan  side  here  in  the  last 
week  to  know  that  they  were 
potentially  testing  opponents 
for  England,  not  only  in 
today’s  final  of  the  Benson 
and  Hedges  Challenge  but  also 
in  England  next  summer. 
Under  the  patrician  authority 
of  Imran  Khan,  a  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  players  is  being  eased 
in  and  in  Fngianri  they  will  be 
reinforced  by  Abdul  Qadir’s 
leg  spin. 

I  have  been  impressed  by 
their  keenness.  In  Pakistan's 
early  days  they  had  the  talent 
but  not  the  experience.
